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‘L.A. Times’ National Poll 

Gay Acceptance Grows; Today 
An Established Minority 

Southland Now the Gay Mecca 

“In a relatively few years, the status of homosexuals in the culture has risen from national 
taboo to established minority, and Gays today enjoy more social and legal acceptance than ever.” 

The Los Angeles Times reached this conclusion this week in reviewing its own comprehen¬ 
sive survey of national and California attitudes toward Lesbians and Gay men. The poll indicates 
that the coming out of Gay people in all aspects of public life is beginning to make Gay libera¬ 
tion a reality. 
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The Times released its poll on 
Sunday (New Year’s Day) in a 
first page article. The presti¬ 
gious newspaper had a 1.3 mil¬ 
lion circulation on Sunday. 

However, all is not good 
news. Among religious conser¬ 
vatives, the South and the West, 
and those over 65, the homosex¬ 
ual is still lookedupon with con¬ 
siderable disdain. Slightly more 
than 50% of Americans oppose 
the homosexual lifestyle. Even 
stronger opposition is expressed 
against the increasingly public 
Gay activism with a large ma¬ 
jority 163%) unsympathetic to¬ 
ward such activism. A startling 
46% is “very unsympathetic” to 
Gay activism . . . Although 
these percentages seem to be 
bleak on the surface, they indi¬ 
cate progress as the rejection of 
Gay people and homosexuality 
has been reduced considerably 
from earlier surveys. Homosex¬ 
uality is clearly less threatening 
to Americans than it was 20 
years ago. 

The San Francisco Bay Area 
lives up to its reputation as the 
area with the highest acceptance 
level in the nation with 72% of 
its population “approving of 
homosexuality, either personally 
or for others.” Acceptance is at 
58% for Los Angeles and in the 
state as a whole. 

California was an oasis in the 
West with its approval rating on 
all aspects of homosexuality in 


the highest — with the West 
overall rating low when other 
area states are included. The 
South, along with the West, had 
the lowest rejection level with 
the East giving the strongest 
strong approval. 

ACCEPTANCE: 

BELOW 50% 

The nation overall rejected 
homosexuality with only a 43% 
approval and only a 29% ap¬ 
proval of “the homosexual com¬ 
munity.” It favored an end to 
job discrimination toward Gay 
people by a hare 51%. When 
asked if they would vote for a 
qualified political candidate that 
they knew to be Gay, 45% indi¬ 
cated they would. Some of those 
questioned may have been influ¬ 
enced by their awareness of a 
Gay person in their personal 
lives (one-third of those sur¬ 
veyed). 

How a person feels about 
homosexuality, the poll reveals, 
is influenced by a person’s age, 
religion, and sex: 

Age: The highest acceptance 
level is among those 30-36 years 
of age. This is followed closely 
by those 18-30. When over-36 
people were questioned, the ac¬ 
ceptance level dropped signifi¬ 
cantly with the lowest in the 
65-and-over group. Only 23% of 
those over 65 said they approved 
of homosexuality, a sharp con¬ 
trast to the 53% approval of 



those in the 30-36 category. 

Religion: Conservative Prot¬ 
estants, according to the Times, 
kept the acceptance of homosex¬ 
uality among Protestants in gen¬ 
eral at39% while, surprisingly. 
Catholics have a 58% accep-

Rosselli vs, Stallings 

Toklas Demos Split Over 
Prexy Race

Sal Rosselli is challenging Randy Stallings’ bid for a second one-year term as president of 
the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club. The prize is coveted because of percep¬ 
tions that the club advanced in political prominence in 1983, and the six-week contest has largely 
focused on who deserves more credit. 

The race, to be decided Monday night (January 9), has had some bitter overtones. Some 
observers predict the turnout at the Swedish-American Hall (2174 Market Street) could approach 
300 of the club’s membership of 450 — and exceed the 222 votes cast last March for a Toklas 
position in the mayor’s recall election. 

Issues center on both philosophical directions and personalities. But a challenger often defines 
the terms of an election, and Rosselli appears here to have made this case a classic. He surprised 
the incumbent, put him on the defensive early y an< t made the chief issue Stallings' style of 
leadership. (Continued on page 2) 


In its first court tryout last year in the David Raines case, 
the San Francisco Gay Rights Ordnance was found defective. 
The Raines Gay discrimination case of the former director 
of the Performing Arts Center ended in a hung jury. During 
the trial Superior Court judge Richard Figone informed 
defense attorney Matt Coles that there were unsupportable 


pieces in the ordinance as thei 
of the rights bill. 

This week Supervisor Harry 
Britt announced that he would 
be introducing amendments “to 
tighten” the San Francisco pro¬ 
hibition on discrimination. Britt 
revealed his plans to the City 
Hall press corps and the local 
Gay press. Britt has yet to con¬ 
sult his colleagues (a call to three 
. supervisor’s offices turned up 
the fact that they were unaware 
of any changes). The amend¬ 
ments are yet to be written, but 
were expected to mirror the Gay 
rights ordinance which was 
passed in Oakland two weeks 
ago. Attorney Cole who is now 
an East Bay resident authored 
the Oakland bill. 

Britt aide Dana Van Gorder 
said the first order of business 
was to meet with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Human Rights Commis-

sion to get their input. A meeting 
was set for today, January 5. 

The changes are not expected 
to run into any opposition. They 
are considered “house keeping” 
alterations. 

In his release Britt said, 
“Many of these amendments 
represent technical changes and 
clarifications of ambiguous re¬ 
quirements. Among these will be 
a more significant statement 
concerning prohibitions against 
discrimination in employment 
and services by the City and 
County of San Francisco itself. ” 

Other amendments Britt pro¬ 
poses would broaden the scope 
and enforcement of the law. 
These include prohibiting bus¬ 
inesses from discriminating in 
extending credit based on sexual

TWO-YEAR TRADITION 

Rosselli contends that Stall¬ 
ings has divided the club and its 
executive committee by often 
making decisions before clearing 
them with a variety of intra-club 
opinions. Stallings’ public state¬ 
ments on AIDS, for instance, 
are said by the Rosselli camp to 
have promoted last year an im¬ 
pression that Toklas under¬ 
played the health crisis. Stallings 
also endorsed in the citywide 
Voter’s Handbook an opposite 
position from eventual club 
leanings. 

Rosselli also claims that last 
year’s membership loss of 112 is 
more than normal attrition, and 
that some of those departed will 
rejoin if Rosselli is elected. 
Rosselli also maintains that 60% 
of the 180 new members in 1983 
joined using coupons in Alice 
Reports — the newsletter that 
Rosselli, as editor, expanded in¬ 
to a tabloid that reached up to 
60,000 homes during elections. 

Stallings responds that, in 
retrospect, he would have han¬ 
dled both the AIDS and the 
Voter’s Handbook issues dif¬ 
ferently. But he said that a per¬ 
son who has never been in a 
presidency can never unders¬ 
tand what it is like “when you 
are asked to comment on an 
issue, and it doesn’t serve the 
club well to take no comment. 
You must instinctively know 
what the club is and be a catalyst 
for helping the club come to a 
position.” 

The current president rejected 


ideas that he makes unilateral 
decisions. “Alice is a place 
where diverse opinions are heard 
in open and intelligent debate. 
Any politician will seek the ad¬ 
vice of some more than others, 
but my style is to be a collective 
manager.” 

Stallings insisted that the 
membership falloff was in a nor¬ 
mal range. “There are always 
some who join to vote for a cer¬ 
tain issue and don’t come back.” 

Stallings supporters insist that 
club presidents need two terms 
to bring about clear achieve¬ 
ments. The past three presidents 
of the club have all been elected 
twice. Former president Connie 
O’Connor said, “In the first year 
you get your feet wet and learn 
the cast of characters.” 

RECALL LEGACY 

Almost no one denies that 
Toklas’s prestige in San Fran¬ 
cisco was enhanced as the only 
Gay Democratic club on the 
“right” side of the recall elec¬ 
tion. Toklas endorsed “no” on 
the attempt to remove Mayor 
Feinstein — a position that 
prevailed by 82% city wide and 
by about 71% in Gay areas. 

But some Rosselli supporters 
grumble that Toklas, under 
Stallings, did not achieve the 
political mileage that should 
have been expected — especial¬ 
ly in the tangible measure of key 
city appointments. 

Stallings answers that the pro¬ 
per use of a club’s enhanced 
political prestige “is not to gar¬ 
nish appointments but to further 
the goals of the community. We 


met with the Mayor, and we 
successfully lobbied for over $2 
million in funding for the Gay 
community.” 

For a club that has tradi¬ 
tionally aspired to “progressive” 
ideals, Stallings has undisputed 
credentials. Both sides call him 
an activist, but his critics say 
Stallings is so much so that he 
tends to brand opponents “right 
wing” and undermine their club 
work. Early in this campaign 
Stallings campaigners were ac¬ 
cused of threatening members 
with punishment if they were on 
the wrong side of a Stallings 
victory. 

Some Rosselli supporters 
want to end what is seen as a 
rivalry with the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian & Gay Democratic 
Club as to which is more pro¬ 
gressive. Said one: “Alice should 
be a moderate club. The last 
thing we need is three pro¬ 
gressive Gay Democratic clubs” 
— a reference including the 
Stonewall Gay Democratic 
Club. 

Rosselli wears the progressive 
label also but is said to be 
somewhat more moderate — as 
evidenced by his activities in 
organized labor. That better 
positions Rosselli, his supporters 
say, for achieving political re¬ 
sults. Stallings supporters con¬ 
cede Roselli is personable and 
dynamic — making him very 
much the politician. 

But Stallings stalwarts also 
suspect that Rosselli’s challenge 
is due mainly to political ambi¬ 
tion. Rosselli could have been 
elected without a fight in 1985, 
some say (though others note 
1985 may dictate rotation to a 
woman). But they believe he is 
eager to wear the hat of Toklas 
president next summer, when 
Gay rights may dominate an 
otherwise debate-less Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention 
here. 
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ROSSELLI'S EARLY LEAD 

Rosselli informed Stallings he 
would oppose him for president 
at the memorial march for 
George Moscone and Harvey 
Milk on November 27. Two 
nights later Rosselli announced 
he had lined up 70 endorsers — 
and it was doubled in two weeks. 


Stallings admits Rosselli’s 
jump but has put his own bat¬ 
tery of phone-callers to work 
since then, and both sides regard 
the gap as narrowed. Stallings 
doubts that Rosselli’s names are 
solid, adding, “Endorsements 
are not votes.”

Side Issues in Mias Race

At least four side issues have emerged in the battle between 
Randy Stallings and Sal Rosselli for the Alice B. Toklas club 
presidency: 

Milk Club Relations. Toklas and Milk club relations endured 
renewed tensions in 1983 over how to advise the Gay community 
on the AIDS crisis. The two executive committees are attempt¬ 
ing to make peace. Stallings supporters say the incumbent should 
be permitted to expand the effort and doubt Rosselli could ever 
make much headway because of lingering bitterness over the 1982 
Community College Board race. 

Rosselli remarks, “Randy had a whole year and nothing has 
improved significantly.” Toward Carole Migden, “I was bitter, 
and I’m the first to admit it, but I’ve grown out of that.” 

Migden says the inter-club talks are on hold until after the new 
Toklas president is known. Stallings said a November meeting 
resulted in positive feelings “to begin ways of tearing down the 
wall between us. We delineated problems without discussing 
them.” 

Rosselli had a short telephone conversation with Migden, at 
the beginning of the Stallings challenge, to extend an olive branch. 
He met in person with Supervisor Britt, who offered this concili¬ 
atory statement: “People in the labor movement say good things 
about Sal. I have no problem with Sal showing what he can do 
as president of Alice. But that is by no means an endorsement.” 

Jose Affair. Stallings has taken heat for allegedly defending 
a straight woman who blocked drag entertainer Jose Sarria from 
emceeing a Toklas dinner. Stallings responded, “I did not hear 
the phone conversation in question and I won’t determine who 
was right or wrong.” Ironically, Sarria has endorsed Stallings. 

Women Members. Some Rosselli supporters have given im¬ 
pressions that they are disturbed that the membership of women 
in Toklas increased in 1983 from 24 to 28 percent. They stated 
that Stallings has given undue emphasis to feminist issues in a 
club that should keep everything secondary to Gay issues. Rosselli 
said he disagrees with his supporters who espouse that feeling: 
“I am absolutely committed to bring women to parity in Alice.” 

Sexual Identity. Some Stallings supporters are angry that 
Rosselli was not upfront about being Gay in a 1980 campaign for 
the college board and wonder whether Rosselli has even yet re¬ 
solved his sexual identity. They are adamant that a president be 
undisputably Gay and proud. The issue is exacerbated by the fact 
that a straight woman, who is Rosselli’s housemate, was elected 
club vice president last year. 

Rosselli responded that he came to terms with being Gay in 1980 
and since has had “a male lover and a boyfriend. ” He agreed that 
it would be “inappropriate” for Toklas to have a non-Gay presi¬ 
dent. But non-Gays comprise 25% of the membership, he said, 
and should be welcomed in any lesser office. 

Ironically, Stallings reveals that he came out to his family “as 
a Gay person and as an activist” only last year — when he went 
on national television to defend the Toklas position on the recall. 
“Others said they would not go on the program because they would 
be so publicly identified.” ®

90% solid — and said about 10 
people on Stallings’ list are 
switching. 

Rosselli wanted to run for 
Toklas president a year ago, but 
friends dissuaded him because 
they thought a Rosselli presi¬ 
dency could prolong some com¬ 
munity ill-feeling. He had just 
come off his second loss for a 
seat on the San Francisco Com¬ 
munity College Board in a race 
that had caused deep Gay 
divisions. 

Supervisor Harry Britt said it 


was time for a Lesbian to win a 
citywide office and endorsed 
Carole Migden — who became 
the favorite of the Milk club and 
later its president. Migden lost

Gay Savings and Loan Observes Day of Protest 
Over Dan White Release

Atlas Savings and Loan Association, San Francisco’s Gay and Lesbian financial institution, will join 
other Gay and non-Gay businesses in observing a day of protest over the early release of convicted 
murderer Dan White. On Friday, January 6, all employees of Atlas Savings will wear black armbands 
as a sign of mourning for the miscarriage of justice that allowed Dan White to serve only five years 
in jail for the murders of George Moscone and Harvey Milk. 

The savings and loan will close both its branches from 1-1:15 p.m. as a symbol that San Francisco 
should not do “business as usual” on the day of Dan White’s release from prison. Signs will be posted 
in the bank lobby to inform customers of the day’s significance. 

John A. Schmidt, chairman of the board of Atlas Savings, said, “As one of the largest and most 
viable businesses in the Gay and Lesbian community. Atlas Savings feels it is important to observe 
the day of protest. Dan White’s light sentence was a terrible failure of our judicial system to properly 
punish a person for two major crimes. We hope that all San Franciscans who feel the same will join 
with us on January 6 to observe the day of protest.” 

Organizers of the day of protest have called for a day-long, nonviolent observance, with a noon rally 
at Union Square, and a work stoppage or slowdown from 1-1:15 p.m. At that time, they are asking 
people to go into the streets to blow whistles, honk automobile horns, or make some other form of angry 
noise in protest of Dan White’s release. The day will end with a rally at 8 p.m. at Castro and Market 
Streets. ■ 
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Stonewallers Hear Plight 
of Gay Prisoners 

Sheriff , Gaycon Editor Address Club

“People very heavy in the leather and S&M Gay crowds 
have this little fantasy that prisons are great sex palaces," 
said Kim Walters, editor of Gaycon Press, a San Francisco- 
based newsletter directed to Gay inmates in the U.S. prison 
systems. “Take a tour of San Quentin or the city jail, and you 
won't believe it anymore.” 


Sheriff Michael Hennessey 
wondered if he’d missed some¬ 
thing in observing the leather 
crowd. "I don’t run into Gay 
men who say to me, ‘Gee, could 
you get me in for the night?’ I 
run into Gay men concerned 
about being raped if they go to 
jail.” 

Walters and Hennessey were 
part of a Stonewall Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club panel discussing 
Tuesday night the horrors that 
incarcerated Gay men and Les¬ 
bians endure. 

Telling the aftermath of his 
own out-of-state arrest on suspi¬ 
cion of burglarizing an auto¬ 
mobile, Walters said: “I was 
raped. I banged on the rails ask¬ 
ing for a guard to get me out of 
there so I could see a doctor. He 
just put me in lockdow n for two 
hours and put me back in the 
cell with the same 24 guys who 
raped me.” 

That experience, and similar 
ones of four close friends in the 
South, moved Walters to try to 
do something about it. But now 
he is finding his Gaycon Press 
censored by prisons in his at¬ 
tempts to communicate with 
Gay inmates. 

He told Stonewall: 

“Another inmate was arrested 
in Texas on sodomy charges for 
having sex with his lover of five 
years. He has been in jail for six. 
He is considered a risk because 
he is Gay. They won’t let him 
out; they say he hasn’t rehabil¬ 
itated. He’s been raped about 
140 times. He was beaten by 
two guards when he tried to get 


help. He has permanent back 
damage. 

“I’ve had inmates tell me 
what happens when a Gay advo¬ 
cate comes in there — somebody 
who’s 100% Gay and shows it. 
Immediately the administration 
says we’ve got to do something 
about this faggot. They stick 
him in the worst section. He gets 
raped 15, 20, 30, 100 times. 
Then you’re quiet.” 

Administrators, needing in¬ 
formation from a prisoner, will 
try to give him some sexual 
release: “They take a good- 
looking kid, Straight or Gay, 
and put him in the guy’s cell.” 

The horrors may be centuries 
old, but in the 1980’s they have 
a new dimension: “I’ve got a 
bunch of inmates in Florida who 
are just freaking out because 
they think AIDS is rampaging 
through their prison systems.” 

Hennessey has also been con¬ 
fronted with some AIDS ques¬ 
tions. Requested by the AIDS 
/KS Foundation to distribute 
condoms in the jail, the Sheriff 
said no. “The department would 
be condoning sex in the jails, 
and that’s breaking the law. The 
Willie Brown consenting sex bill 
in California still forbids consen¬ 
ting sex in jail.” 

AIDS, however, did force a 
change in shaving policy. “It us¬ 
ed to be that one cell would be 
given a locked-in razor, and it 
would be passed around,” said 
Hennessey. “Well, two people 
could cut themselves and there 
could be an exchange of blood.”

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Hennessey told Stonewall that 
other California sheriffs have 
called him about how to deal 
with AIDS. “I could supply in¬ 
formation within 24 hours 
because my staff has already 
dealt with it. There are jokes 
about San Francisco and how 
my squad car is a pink Cadillac, 
but they care about these 
problems.” 

Gennessey advised that the 
American Correctional Associa¬ 
tion and the National Institute 
of Corrections are likely ap¬ 
proachable if Gays want to 
change prison officials’ 
attitudes. 

Walters hopes that, as a 
beginning, other prison systems 
could adopt Hennessey’s inmate 
classification system which has 
held reported assaults down to 
something like three in 150,000 
bookings. 

In the booking process, Hen¬ 
nessey’s deputies ask if prisoners 
are Gay before they are assign¬ 
ed to a housing unit. “Gay men 
are housed separately,” said 
Hennessey. ■ 


Gay Youth Conference Fizzles

Gay youth, their problems, and some solutions were aired at a Conference of Young Gays 
of Today held by the Gay Youth Community Coalition on December 28 in the Commissioners' 
Room of the Main Library. 


Michael Nulty, Coordinator of the Coalition, stressed in his opening remarks that Gay youth 
need channels through which the power of self-determination can flow. Nulty also explained 
that, while bars may be an adequate social outlet for adults, Gay youth has no such resource. 
Nulty underlined the irony of community support for housing for runaways and other troubled 
individuals in the face of a social vacuum for well-adjusted young Gays. 


Michael Nulty, Coordinator 
of the Coalition, stressed in his 
opening remarks that Gay youth 
need channels through which 
the power of self-determination 
can flow . Nulty also explained 
that while bars may be an ade¬ 
quate social outlet for adults, 
G ay youth has no such resource. 
Nulty underlined the irony of 
community support for housing 
for runaways and other troubled 
individuals in the face of a social 
vacuum for well-adjusted young 
Gays. 

Following his opening re¬ 
marks, Coordinator Nulty re¬ 
quested the thirteen conferees — 
only two of whom could qualify 
as Gay youth — to form two 
groups to formulate solutions to 
problems facing Gay youth. 
Time available for group discus¬ 
sion was expanded by gaps in 
the agenda left by no-show 
speakers. 


Discussion brought forth sev¬ 
eral social and political options 
available to Gay youth. Gay per¬ 
forming ensembles, religious 
congregations, service organiza¬ 
tions, and political clubs and 
committees were all mentioned. 
Adam Rohloff, 19, spoke on be¬ 
half of the Santa Rosa Jr. Col¬ 
lege Gay Students Union. Roh¬ 
loff explained the parts that the 
Santa Rosa MCC and local 
business played in the formation 
of the Union as well as plans by 
the Santa Rosa Lesbian/Gay 
Resource Network for the cre¬ 
ation of a Gay community 
center. 

Recommendations for a 
multi-purpose community cen¬ 
ter in San Francisco and for in¬ 
creased AIDS education tar¬ 
geted at youth were followed by 
an observation by a represen¬ 
tative from the Diamond Street 
Youth Shelter that too few youth 


were present to proceed with 
recommendations. Coordinator 
Nulty agreed to begin planning 
another conference for March. 
Nulty hopes increased publicity 
will enhance attendance, gener¬ 
ating recommendations worthy 
of submission to the mayor and 
the Board of Supervisors. 

Nulty traces the conference’s 
modest attendance to apathy 
within the community. He ex¬ 
plained that his calls to organi¬ 
zations were never returned. At 
the end of the conference, Nulty 
announced awards by the Gay 
Youth Community Coalition to 
various individuals, none of 
whom were present. 

Literature available at the 
conference detailed formation of 
new youth groups, ways to con¬ 
tact pre-existing groups, exten¬ 
sive reading lists, and numerous 
back issues of the coalition’s 
newsletter. ■

Some Bombs for '84? 

For all too many years I have been hearing and reading about 
the horrors that awaited us — thanks to George Orwell — for 
1 984. The year of Big Brother. 

Its arrival, and all the attendant publicity, has been the first 
bomb of the year. 1984 is a fable, and fables are meant for 
children and those who lack imagination (not a Gay failing). 
Hence, my first resolution for 1984 is not to read any article 
that starts off on the Orwellian crutch of 1984 . 

This will provide me with two subjects to avoid at first 
glance all year. The other which has held sway for two years 
is any article on Central America. I have never found one to 
be less than grim, dour, and boring. Grenada, on the other 
hand, piques an automatic curiosity. All Grenadian articles 
share a delightful novelty; they are a tad batty. 

And before I am pilloried for gross insensitivity to Third 
World needs over there, let me lay out my cards. The needs 
and aspirations of the Gay Liberation Movement are as Third 
World as those of Nicaragua or Afghanistan. 

As an alienated minority, as a lifestyle, as a community, 
we fight to be recognized for who and what we are. Our goal 
is to share equally in the fruits and responsibilities of the body 
politic, the body economic, and just the body . . . 

One of the highs of 1984 will be the Democratic Conven¬ 
tion in July in San Francisco. We can expect Gay and Les¬ 
bian delegates from all over the nation. We can expect a Gay 
rights program in the national platform. We can expect elo¬ 
quent speeches from Gay leaders. We can expect the local 
Gay Democratic clubs to play a major role in the host process. 
We can expect Fritz Mondale to almost take up the Gay 
platform. 

The convention might prove to be the second bomb of the 
year. We may fall for our own hoopla as Mondale and Glenn 
fight it out for the privilege of losing in November. 

George Deukmejian has another three years (possibly 
seven) in Sacramento. If he wants it (and it looks like he does) 
Ronald Reagan has another five years in Washington, DC. 

Neither of these politicians has done anything to hurt the 
Gay movement (and the pressure to do so in the nation's 
capital has been considerable). And yet neither of these men 
has done anything to help ,us. 

Earlier this week the governor's office issued a press release 
proudly presenting a list of 30 Hispanic appointees to big state 
jobs, to the bench, to boards and commissions. This outreach, 
said the governor, was the fulfilling of a promise to bring more 
minority people into state service. 

There has been no appointment of an out-of-the-closet Gay 
or Lesbian by this current administration. They are there but 
it's like it was in the days of Goody Knight and Pat Brown. 

A major part of the problem is that Gays have made next 
to no effort to present their agenda to the governor. 

Most Gay pols behave as if there's no otie minding the store 
in Sacramento, and there won't be for another three years. 
Compounding the dilemma is that Deukmejian grows more 
popular, stronger, and tougher each week. 

If we do nothing else in 1984, we would do ourselves wise 
if we put some of our eggs in Mr. Deukmejian's basket. When 
he's anywhere in the neighborhood, we should be rushing 
delegations out to shake his hand, scratch his back, hand him 
our agenda. 

No, it will never happen, but there's nothing wrong with 
wishful thinking. Instead, we will be transfixed, watching — 
and waste 1984 — while Gay Democrats fight over who gets 
the best seats in Moscone Center and who's going to speak 
at a march down Howard Street.

Atlas and Gay Sub-Contractors 

★ In a recent issue of the Bay Area Reporter an article 
appeared regarding the construction of Atlas Savings’ 
new Castro Street Branch office. Since the story ap¬ 
peared, two areas of concern have been raised: 1) Why 
isn’t Atlas using gay contractors? and 2) What is being 
done to minimize the disruption of pedestrian traffic 
on Castro Street? 
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First, I would like to state that Atlas tried very hard 
to locate gay-owned firms (both through notices in the 
industry trade journal, Daily Pacific Builder, and 
through press releases to three local gay newspapers) 
in order to have qualified firms bid on our project. We 
were disappointed that very few gay firms responded. 
Furthermore, the gay-owned firms that did indicate 
an interest were not union shops. 

Since Atlas is very aware of the union thrust for 
equity for workers, we offered some non-union gay con¬ 
tractors the choice of becoming union shops for this 
one job. They elected not to go union. Atlas has a 
responsibility to its depositors and the gay community 
to rapidly proceed with construction of the new branch 
in order to provide excellent and uninterrupted service. 
We feel that using union firms is the best approach for 
getting the building completed. 


However, we still would like to use some gay-owned 
firms and are soliciting bids from them for smaller 
aspects of the job such as carpeting, painting, hard¬ 
ware, tile work, ceilings, and furnishings. Interested 
companies should immediately contact Gordon Crespo 
at Neeley-Lofrano architects at 552-9191 regarding 
specifications. I would also like to point out that several 
of the firms we are now using, while not gay-owned, 
do have gay employees working on the Atlas project. 

On the second matter of unpleasant conditions at the 
construction site, we are aware of the inconvenience 
and apologize for the problem. No one more than Atlas 
would like to have the permanent construction barrier 
(which will be attractively painted and will shield the 
site from public view) in place. We cannot replace the 
sidewalk and erect the barrier until excavation and 
grading are complete. This site preparation work has 
been delayed by more than double the normal rainfall 
for the season. We hope that the community will bear 
with us during these first difficult months of construc¬ 
tion and understand that when a major building is con¬ 
structed in a crowded urban area, there is no way to 
avoid some mess and inconvenience. We pledge to keep 
such disruption to a minimum. 

W e feel that next summer when Atlas’ new facility 
opens, the gay community will agree that it was well 
worth the wait.

For some, the little pinch or kiss or tweak of the 
breast or pull at the crotch seems so trivial in com¬ 
parison to actual rape and/or torture, yet the trauma 
manifests itself similarly in: Difficulty in trusting, allow¬ 
ing ourselves to love openly and receive love. Think¬ 
ing that sex is love, feeling that if there is no sex we 
are not loved. Suicide. Alcohol and drug abuse. Men¬ 
tal illness. Juvenile delinquency. For some, murder, 
as in the case of the two 14 and 15 year old young 


women who murdered an elderly woman in retaliation 
for years of sexual abuse from their fathers. 

This is hardly a beginning at the outcome of being 
sexually abused as children. 

There are several ways to have gotten the message 
across that her father taught her how to drive and that 
she became successful. 

I strongly recommend you read If I Should Die 
Before I Wake written by Michelle Morris. You can 
also find several other books on child sexual abuse at 
the women’s bookstore, Old Wives Tales. 

The novel recommended will definitely enlighten you 
and in the future you may write with more awareness 
and understanding.

US Judge Rules 

Eastern Airlines Must 
Reliire Transsexual Pilot 

Case Resolved on Definition of 
What Makes One’s Sex 


Associated Press reported 
from Chicago this week that a 
federal judge ruled that Eastern 
Airlines must rehire a trans¬ 
sexual pilot. 

U.S. District Judge John F. 
Grady ruled that Karen F. 
Ulane, 42, (formerly Kenneth 
Ulane) was protected under the 
1964 Civil Rights Act. Ulane, a 
former Vietnam combat pilot, 
was fired by Eastern after 
undergoing a sex change opera¬ 
tion to become a woman. Ulane 
was also granted back pay. 

Ulane sued Eastern in 1981 
after the airline refused her re¬ 
quest to return as a pilot. He 
underwent the operation in 
1980. He had worked for East¬ 
ern for 12 years. 

Judge Grady said the airline’s 
contention that Ulane’s presence 
in the cockpit would pose safety 
hazards was “a pretext and a 
sham of the first order.”

The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund (HRCF) is a non¬ 
partisan national Political Ac¬ 
tion Committee (PAC), regis¬ 
tered with the federal Election 
Commission, which focuses on 
supporting and electing mem¬ 
bers of the House and Senate 
who are committed to justice 
and equality for Lesbians and 
Gay men. 

Funds are distributed to 
members of Congress who have 
supported human rights and to 
challengers of anti-human rights 
incumbents, regardless of party 
affiliation. 

In the PAC’s first full year of 
operation under the field work 
of Jim Foster, for the 1982 elec¬ 
tion, over $142,000 was distrib¬ 
uted to 119 candidates in 36 
states. Of the recipients, 16% 
were Republicans and 84% 
were Democrats; 81% won their 
races. The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund ranked 17th in total 
funds raised among PAC’s not 
affiliated with a candidate or 
organization. 

According to Kerry Wood¬ 
ward, Co-Chair of the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund Board, 
“A measure of success of the 
Fund is that none of the 67 co¬ 
sponsors of the Gay Civil Rights 
Bill was defeated in 1982, and 
the number of co-sponsors in the 
House has increased from 50 in 
the last Congress to 73 as of mid- 
October, 1983.” 

The January 21 fundraiser is 
supported by the presidents of 
all of the San Francisco and East 
Bay political clubs — Paul 
Boneberg, Armand Boulay, 
Carole Migden, Tom Peretti, 
and Randy Stallings — as well 
as a wide variety of civic, 
political, and community 
leaders. 

Members of the Host Com¬ 
mittee for the event include 
members of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund Board Kerry 
Woodward, Jerry E. Berg, and 
Jim Hormel. Also serving on the 
committee are Billy Gaylord, 
Randy Miller, Sam Puckett, 
Burleigh Sutton, Bob Sass, 
Larry Bye, Tom Waddell, and 
Zohn Artman.

and for having the operation and 
assuming the lifestyle of a wo¬ 
man, the plaintiff would not 
have been discharged,” Grady 
ruled. 

Eastern had argued that, al¬ 
though it could not prove Ulane 
would be a hazard, it could not 
be certain of the plane’s safety 
in her hands. 

Grady said: “Ignorance, prej¬ 
udice, discrimination, and 
hatred have throughout history 
been justified by (saying) ‘I 
don’t know; we can’t take a 
chance.’” 

The case involved legal ques¬ 
tions as to the definition of sex. 
Eastern argued Ulane is not a 
woman because she has male 
chromosomes. Her attorney, 
Dean Dickey, contended Ulane 
has the hormonal profile of a 
42-year-old woman. 

The judge said there is no 
“settled definition” of sex from 
the medical community, and 
any definition must include how 
a person views himself or herself 
or how society views the person. 

“I plan to go on flying,” 
Ulane said after the decision. 
She said she hopes to return to 
her job “as soon as possible.” 

A spokesman for Eastern said 
that the financially troubled 
airline would appeal the de¬ 
cision. ■

(Continued from pane I) 
tance. Considering the papal 
view of homosexuality, the 58% 
acceptance is a strong indication 
that Catholics do not accept 
Home’s analysis. 

Sex: There is not the great 
divergence between women’s 
and men’s attitudes on homo¬ 
sexuality that has been reported 
in some studies. While it has 
been often stated that women 
accept homosexuality more 
readily than men, the percent¬ 
age difference is minor. When 
asked if they approve of homo¬ 
sexuality, 43% of the men 
answer Yes and 44% of the 
women. 

Men decidedly split with 
women on one issue, the armed 
forces. W hen asked if the mili¬ 
tary should be permitted to dis¬ 
charge known Gay people, the 
men are divided 50-50 while the 
women give a 30% in favor re¬ 
sponse. In this category, the na¬ 
tion rejects the anti-Gay military 
' policy with only 41% approving 
of Gay discharges. 

Does the general public in 
California approve of legislation 
that would legally end job dis¬ 
crimination against Gay people? 
Californians approve of such 
legislation by 59% with Los 
Angeles at 62% and the Bay 
Area 63%. The nation is about 
equally divided on job equality 
legislation. 

The Times survey did not 
designate San Francisco as an 
area separate from adjacent 
cities which it combined to form 
the “Bay Area.” Los Angeles is 
designated as a separate city. 
This decision by the newspaper 
limits the ability of those review¬ 
ing the poll’s conclusions to 
compare the two cities. 

L.A. — PROMISED LAND? 

Accompanying the Times poll 
was a comprehensive review of 
the Lesbian/Gay cultural and 
political lifestyle throughout 
California. The illustrative 
photographs included three local 
Gay people — Supervisor Harry 
Britt," Community United 
Against Violence Director 
Dianne Christensen and Les¬ 
bian activist Kerry Woodard. 

Much of the emphasis of the 
Times’ two-part feature was on

the many religious, political, 
social, and service organizations 
in the Los Angeles area. W riter 
Kevin Roderick concluded that 
most Gay people are “law- 
abiding, talented people who are 
unashamed to acknowledge that 
they are homosexuals.” 

Los Angeles Gay activists, 
often in competition with San 
Francisco, were pleased with the 
Times’ conclusion that it is Los 
Angeles — not San Francisco — 
that is now the promised land for 
Gay people. 

W hile San Francisco has the 
reputation as “the West’s most 
hospitable haven for homosex¬ 
uals,” Roderick wrote, “for 
many homosexuals, Los Angeles 
has become the preferred city in 
California. The Gay community 
in here is generally more afflu¬ 
ent, Gays in both cities say, and 
in some ways more accepted.” 

As an illustration of the afflu- 
ency, the Times mentioned a re¬ 
cent L.A. Gay community bene¬ 
fit which had 900 guests paying 
$200 each at the door. 

Roderick continued, “More 
important for many, the climate 
is warmer, there are more jobs 
to be had in Los Angeles and the 
cost of living is lower. In short, 
Gays come to Los Angeles for 
the same reason as everyone 
else.”

COMING OUT 

Commenting on the difficulty 
of the “coming out” process, he 
wrote, “It can be a painful and 
lonely experience. Pressured by 
society to resist, it can take years 
to even realize, then acknowl¬ 
edge, one’s homosexuality . . . 
If family and close friends are 
told, it can cost a person his 
loved ones, break up marriages, 
and confuse children if the Gay 
person is a parent.” 


However, the writer con¬ 
cludes, for many it is the only 
way, as the “coming out” can 
mean no longer “explaining 
your situation” and “living as a 
homosexual-in-hiding.” Al¬ 
though it may be difficult, Rod- 
' erick stressed it can be “a bless¬ 
ing, a relief after years of trying 
to hide.” 

In his overview of the nation, 
the writer concluded that many 
Gay people have been coming 
out and “over the last two dec¬ 


ades, the Gay community has 
become just that — a national 
community that takes care of its 
own, much like the nation’s eth¬ 
nic minorities have done. A new 
generation of well-educated, re¬ 
spectable leaders, from all walks 
of life, have admitted their 
homosexuality and decided to 
fight the cold shoulder of dis¬ 
crimination given to the millions 
— perhaps 16 million adults — 
whom society calls homo¬ 
sexuals.” ■ 


Grip Sues Process Server 


According to a Sacramento Bee 
report filed from Placerville, 
former state Sen. John Briggs 
has launched a counterattack 
against his “ememies.” He has 
sued two men who testified in his 
assault trial in September, con¬ 
tending that they harassed and 
frightened him by trespassing on 
his property just before Christ¬ 
mas 1982. 

The suit in El Dorado 
Superior Court also says Bill 
Stokes and Jerry Bluemel 
slandered Briggs with their 
testimony. The complaint seeks 
an unspecified amount in dam¬ 
ages. 

The incident occurred 
December 21, 1982 at Briggs’ 
new house north of Placerville. 
According to the men’s testi¬ 
mony, they entered Briggs’ 
house to serve him with legal 
papers. 

The matter didn’t come to the 
public’s attention until last sum¬ 
mer, when another process ser¬ 
ver, Charles Putney, claimed 
Briggs shot at him when he tried 
to serve a summons on the 
former Orange County legislator 
on June 6, 1983. 

Briggs was charged with com¬ 
mitting battery on a process 
server and brandishing a firearm 
in connection with the June in¬ 
cident. A jury found him inno¬ 
cent of the battery charges but 
deadlocked on the brandishing 
charge. The district attorney 
later dismissed the brandishing 
charge. 

During the trial, Bluemel and 
Stokes testified that Briggs had 
reacted aggressively in the 1982 
incident and physically as¬ 
saulted Stokes — a charge 
Briggs denied. Briggs testified 
any aggressive action was justi¬ 
fied because the men came into 
his house unidentified. 

After the trial, Briggs asked 
the district attorney to file 
criminal trespass charges 
against Bluemel and Stokes. 
Chief Assistant District At¬ 
torney Walt Miller declined to 
prosecute, citing the time that 
had elapsed between the inci¬ 
dent and Briggs; complaint. 

Briggs’ suit charges that 
Stokes and Bluemel deliberate¬ 
ly trespassed on his land for the 
purpose of harassing him. The 


suit claims Briggs suffered per¬ 
sonal injuries as a result, 
including “fright, apprehen¬ 
sion, nervousness and mental 
anguish.” 


In addition, as a result of the 
incident and the men’s testi¬ 
mony, Briggs claims he was 
unable to work and lost wages. 

Briggs, who retired from the 
Senate in 1981, has a Sacramen¬ 
to land consulting business. ■ 


Dan White Searches for 
New Life - But Where?

The decision has probably already been made as to where 
former City Supervisor Dan White and his family will live 
when he is released on January 6. Incidentally, White liked 
the idea of becoming a gentleman farmer in Ireland, but both 
the Irish Republic and the state parole department frowned 
on that idea. 


Earlier this month news arti¬ 
cles appeared that quoted Phil 
Guthrie, deputy director of state 
prisons, as saying that White’s 
proposed plan to live at an un¬ 
disclosed location somewhere in 
California appeared to be ac¬ 
ceptable. Now there is specula¬ 
tion that he could be permitted 
to live outside of the state — but 
within the United States. 

Three California cities will 
not have White as a resident, 
and have openly said so: San 
Francisco, because of the noto¬ 
riety of the crime and the rela¬ 
tively short sentence given the 


impossible to keep his location 
a secret. White will need em¬ 
ployment and must report to a 
parole officer. These realities 
will soon reveal where he is a 
resident. It is also virtually im¬ 
possible that he can hide from 
the media, which will want 
stories about his new life. 

There has been no discussion 
of whether White will have a 
false identity or false name, ac¬ 
cording to Guthrie. The official 
said he hopes that the parole 
“will be a stable one, ” although 
he is aware of the anger gener¬ 
ated by the early release of 


At press time the nation's media 
wants to know where White is going. 
Nobody knows, yet . . . 


murderer; Richmond, where the 
City Council has voted unani¬ 
mously not to accept White as a 
citizen, and San Diego, where 
Mayor Roger Hedgecock has 
written to the state parole board 
requesting that White not be 
paroled in his city. Hedgecock 
said that protests from the local 
Gay community had influenced 
his decision. Other northern 
counties have reportedly voiced 
their rejection of White. 

Guthrie said that no elaborate 
scheme had been devised to con¬ 
ceal White’s whereabouts and 
admitted that it would be nearly 


White, who mudered the city of¬ 
ficials on November 27, 1978. 

Whether Dan White and his 
family will find peace and quiet 
after his release is a question no 
one can answer in advance. He 
may now be at a secret location 
somewhere in California await¬ 
ing release. It is unlikely that he 
would be released at Soledad 
where he has been in prison. Au¬ 
thorities fear that there would be 
a media circus if he was released 
from Soledad or that someone 
might kill him. Privacy — and 
maybe security — could prove to 
be impossible for White. ■

6-Month Search, With Gay Aid, Pays Off

Criminal Investigator Dennis 
Carl df the Reading, PA, Police 
Department has finally got his 
man. 

The suspect, Scott Alan 
Hunserger, has been preying on 
Gay men for a number of years 
across the nation. He was 
wanted for theft, receiving stolen 
property, and automobile theft. 

Hunsberger, 22, was picked 
up at a shopping mall in Colum¬ 
bus, Ohio, December 15, 1983. 
He was observed walking in the 
mall by an individual who re- 
embered a wanted persons arti¬ 
cle that had appeared in the 
local Gay newspaper. Descrip¬ 
tions of Hunsberger have run in 
the Gay press nationally over the 
past months. The Bay Area 
Reporter published a wanted 
persons bulletin in early July, 
1983. The alert shopper notified 
police, and the wanted man was 
taken into custody. 

Police had lost Hunsberger’s 
trail. They knew he had been in 
Los Angeles from August 12, 
1983, to November 15, 1983. 
His whereabouts were unknown 
until he was picked up in 
Columbus. 

Police had described Huns¬ 
berger’s MO as: 

“This subject is known to be- 
riend homosexuals and then 
moves into their home or apart¬ 


ment. After one or two weeks 
when victim is at work, subject 
will steal their personal property 
car, money, camera equipment, 
or other valuables); he will then 
leave the area and/or state. 

“Subject has worked as an 
operator for a telephone answer¬ 
ing service and also claims to be 
an entertainment booking 
agent. He has claimed that he is 
able to book Wayland Flowers 
& Madame, Sylvester, and other 
top acts. After supplying false 
contracts for these acts, he re- 
eives hundreds-to-thousands of 
dollars for acts which he does 
not legally represent.” 

Investigator Carl publicly 
thanked Gay communities and 
newspapers around the nation 
for their cooperation. Carl said, 
“For six months I tracked 
Hunserger around the United 
States, and this was only made 
possible by the Gay community 
getting involved. Without their 
involvement, Scott Alan Huns¬ 
erger would still be free. Again, 
thanks to all who assisted in 
making my job a little easier.” 

Hunsberger was wanted by 
police departments in Reading, 
PA; Rochester, NY; Las Vegas, 
NV; Dallas, TX; Sacramento, 
CA; Marin County Sheriff’s 
Dept., CA; and Cobb County 
Sheriff’s Dept., Marietta, GA.

“Why?” Puzzles Experts 


Single, straight men have 
their problems, too. Often they 
feel left out if they are not mar¬ 
ried because they are suspect.

When 3,000 single men be¬ 
tween the ages of 20 and 55 were 
surveyed by Jackqueline Simen- 
auer ( Singles: The New Ameri¬ 
cans ) she made these discov¬ 
eries: 

• 50% said they just “haven’t 
found the right partner yet;’’ 

• 10% said marriage means 
too much responsibility; 

• 37% live alone; 


“This is one of a number of 
steps,” Mayor Ed Koch told the 
New York Times, being taken 
by the city to combat AIDS and 
other health problems that have 
particularly affected the Gay 
and Lesbian community.” 
Originally, the 75-year-old 
structure was to be put on the 
auction block, but the price was 
set so the Gay community could 
preserve the building for its own 
use. 


• 51% have never lived with 
a woman; 

• 40% Say being single is 
wonderful. 

Between 1970 and 1982. the 
population of never-married 
men grew by 84% for those in 
the 30-34 age group, 38% for 
those 35-39, and 18%, for those 
40-44, according to the Census 
' Bureau. 

One of the reasons given, 
aside from the fact that a male 
might be Gay, that an increas¬ 
ing number of single males are 
not marrying is explained by 
Peter Stein, a New Jersey soci¬ 
ologist and editor of Single Life. 
Stein believes that women “are 
more liberated today, more sure 
of themselves, more educated, 
and many have careers. Lots of 
men just don’t know how to ad¬ 
just to that.” ■ 


“This would mean,” City 
Health Commissioner David 
Sencer related, "that people who 
are now ping-ponged from refer¬ 
ral to referral will not be ping- 
ponged from building to build¬ 
ing.” 

The current center is a private 
coalition of agencies. Its vice 
president, David Rothenberg, 
believes the 3-story building 
would “give us a point of focus, 
a consolidation, that we’ve not 
had. Some of the groups that 
would occupy , the building 
would include Senior Action, 
Gay and Lesbian Youth and 
Gay Alcoholics. ■

Cutbacks Sought in IIS While 
Other Nations lip Concern 


David Stockman, federal budget director, is requesting 
cuts in the programs at the Centers for Disease Control at 
Atlanta, Georgia. Such cuts, expected to be included in the 
President's budget address in late January, would negatively 
impact on the operation of the San Francisco venereal disease 
clinic.

Margaret Heckler, Secretary 
of Health and Human Services, 
has protested directly to Stock- 
man. She is seeking more — not 
less — funding for the year 1985 
— which begins in October of 
1984. Heckler claims that the 
costs of medical care increase at 
least 10% in one year, necessi¬ 
tating additional funds just to 
maintain the status quo. 

Stockman has asked for cuts 
in the venereal disease program, 
which partly finances local vene¬ 
real disease clinics. The current 
funding is at 54.5 million for 
1984. The funds are distributed 
nationally through the Atlanta 
CDC facility. The CDC pleads 
that it needs more money due to 
the spread of herpes and other 
diseases. 

LOCAL FEDERAL 
FUNDING 

The public VD clinic in San 
Francisco, at 356 7th Street, is 
available free of charge to many 
people. Over 1,000 people visit 
the clinic each week, making it 
one of the busiest VD clinics in 
the world. Care includes a medi¬ 
cal examination and, if neces¬ 
sary, the drugs to alleviate the 
condition. Information ex¬ 
changed at the facility is strictly 
confidential. 

Medicine and in-house Staff- 


Nine nonprofit community 
organizations that serve Les¬ 
bians and Gay men have re¬ 
ceived a total of $7,350 from the 
GGBA Foundation i* their 
year-end granting cycle. The 
Foundation, a private philan¬ 
thropic group founded by the 
Golden Gate Business Associ¬ 
ation, awards grants four times 
annually to those local groups 
which provide significant ser¬ 
vices to the Lesbian and Gay 
community. Organizations 
qualifying for support are in the 
categories of social services, cul¬ 
ture, education, and scientific 
research. 

The fourth quarter grantees 
include: $1,000 to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Sex Information Center for 
general support; $500 to the Eu¬ 
reka Theatre Company to assist 
in the production of Execution 
of Justice, the story of the City 
Hall assassinations; $1,000 to 
the San Francisco AIDS Fund 
to help produce an AIDS semi¬ 
nar with Dr. Kubler-Ross; 
$1,000 to Partners as general 
support for their program which 
provides housing and employ¬ 
ment for Gays and Lesbians; 


A San Francisco supervisors 
committee has granted a request 
to close one block of Castro 
Street Friday night for a rally to 
protest former Supervisor Dan 
White’s release from prison. 

The Transportation and 
Traffic Committee Tuesday ap¬ 
proved the request from the ad 
hoc Committee to Protest the

ing by physicians, nurses, and 
clerks are financed by the city 
but a significant 20% of the 
funding is from the federal CDC 
in Atlanta. These funds provide 
investigators. The investigators 
are essential to VD prevention, 
as they find the missing-links 
that are often the carriers of VD 
and attempt to offer them con¬ 
sultation and medical care. A 
cutback in these investigators 
could seriously hamper VD 
control. 

The local clinic is well 
patronized by the sexually active 
Gay community. No appoint¬ 
ment is necessary. The drop-in 
facility is open Monday and 
Thursday , 9:30-6:00, and Tues¬ 
day/Wednesday/Friday, 8:00- 
4:00. Street screenings are often 
available on Saturdays on 
Castro Street at a mobile unit. 
A checkup every three months is 
recommended for sexually ac¬ 
tive people. 

VD DEATHS IN THAILAND 

Urban Americans take VD 
clinics for granted. However, 
other countries, particularly in 
Asia, are giving the issue more 
attention these days. 

There were no VD clinics in 
Thailand until five years ago, 
but the government has now 
moved quickly to set up clinics 


$1,000 to Operation Concern for 
their outreach to Lesbian and 
Gay Elders; $750 to Frameline 
for the publication of their first 
newsletter; $1,000 to the 
Michael Raines Legal Fund for 
court costs surrounding the test 
of the San Francisco Gay Rights 
Ordinance; $500 to the Pacific 
Center for general support; and 
$600 to B APHR to help sponsor 
their annual health fair.

The next grants will be 
awarded in March, with an ap¬ 
plication deadline of February

At press time no list of 
speakers was available, nor was 
there a clear indication of what 
Gay leaders were backing the 
event.

The protest 
was being met with little en¬ 
thusiasm. ■ 


and educate the public. Many 
people have been dying on the 
streets of syphilis with others 
crippled or mentally injured by 
the spread of venereal disease. 
Over 100 known cases of syphilis 
resulted in deaths last year in 
Bangkok — possibly only one- 
tenth of the actual deaths. 

Much of the increased sexual 
activity has resulted from wo¬ 
men turning to prostitution to 
survive. There are now over 120 
massage parlors, 95 “girlie” 
bars, and 50 sexual “tea houses” 
in Bangkok. Authorities claim 
that the city’s Gay population 
has contributed to the venereal 
disease problem. 

Thailand is relatively tolerant 
of homosexuality and it thrives 
openly — particularly in Bang¬ 
kok. It is estimated that there 
are over one million homosex¬ 
uals in Thailand — although 
authorities claim there are no 
reported cases of AIDS. This 
may be due to poor detection, as 
many people who are ill cannot 
afford — and so do not seek — 
medical care. 

Many private VD clinics are 
now open in Thailand with some 
advertising in the local news¬ 
papers. A few offer free check¬ 
ups and then charge for care if 
it is needed. 

One problem is so-called 
“super-gonorrhea” which was 
discovered in the U.S. and Brit¬ 
ain in 1976 and has now spread 
to Asia. It is rampant in Asia 
and is resistant to most anti¬ 
biotics. However, medical tech¬ 
nicians see few cases anyway be¬ 
cause only an estimated 1 out of 
10 with gonorrhea report their 
cases. 

VD clinic authorities in the 
United States are fearful that 
cuts in federal help to clinics 
here might begin to end free or 
inexpensive VD care in this 
country, resulting in increased 
incidence of those who do not 
seek assistance. ■ 


Glaucoma Screening 
Clinic 

Glaucoma is one of the lead¬ 
ing causes of blindness among 
adults in the United States. Be¬ 
cause it often strikes without 
noticeable symptoms, it is call¬ 
ed the “Sneak Thief of Sight. ” 
Sight destroyed by glaucoma 
cannot be restored. However, 
early detection and treatment 
can check its progress. 

If you are near or past thirty- 
five, it is especially important for 
you to be screened for glaucoma. 
District Health Center #1, 
located at 3850 17th Street, will 
hold a glaucoma screening clinic 
on Saturday, February 25. The 
fee is $1. To make an appoint¬ 
ment, call 558-3095, Monday 
through Friday from 8a.m. to 
5 p.m. ■

GAY BUSINESS: Is It 
Worth Your Support? 


BURNEY ALLGOOD 


A s a Gay man the most signif¬ 
icant aspect impacting upon 
my lifestyle is the ongoing 
evolution of the establishment of 
a genuine Gay “community.” A 
community that is creating its 
own unique cultural identity in 
the performing arts, politics, 
religion, journalism, fashion, 
sports, and varying social sup¬ 
port systems. Throughout hi¬ 
story minorities have been faced 
with the survival needs to inter¬ 
nally unify and form community 
support in order to cope with the 
pressures of dealing with outside 
and usually hostile majority 
interests. 

Adherents of the Jewish faith 
have demonstrated this ability 
for practically all of recorded hi¬ 
story. In the American experi¬ 
ence each successive wave of im¬ 
migrants (the Germans, the 
Irish, the Italians) have used 


these techniques to climb into 
American influence and power. 
The progress of the Black civil 
rights movement of the past 
three decades coincides with the 
rising development of Black 
consciousness and community 
struggle. Those of us who have 
chosen to leave the closet and 
v alidate the acknowledgment of 
our sexual/psycho difference 
from the majority are expanding 
the sense of shared community. 

Personally, the most exciting 
aspect of community evolve- 
ment is the business factor. A 
Gay business community seg¬ 
ment is vital for our long-term 
objectives because in this society 
nothing talks louder or demands 
more attention than economic 
power. For some this may be a 
sad commentary on our times. 
Nevertheless, it is factual 
reality.

orientation, increasing the 
award of general damages by the 
Courts to $500 from a maximum 
of $400 and allowing the award 
of punitive damages, and pro¬

orientation. 

Britt said he will ask that the 
current exemption from the law 
for businesses of five or fewer 
employees be dropped, and that 
all employers and unions with 
fifteen or more employees or 
members be required to post the 
anti-discrimination law. 

These changes are necessary, 
according to Britt, to make San 
Francisco’s anti-discrimination 
law “state of the art.” 

Once the legislation is drafted, 
it will be formally put on the 
calendar. Next it will go to the 
City Attorney who will study it 
to find any conflicts with the 
City Charter or state law. Next 
the reforms will be introduced 
into one or more committees (i.e. 
Human Services) where it will 
be debated and altered if nec¬ 
essary. Once passed there it will 
be presented to the full board. 

Van Gorder said there is not 
a specific timetable for the bill, 
but he was looking toward Feb¬ 
ruary for Board action on the 
measure. ■ 


Having lived as an openly 
Gay person for the last 18 years, 
1 have watched the progress that 
has occurred in the business sec¬ 
tor of the Gay community. Eigh¬ 
teen years ago “Gay business” 
meant very little beyond a mot¬ 
ley assortment of honky-tonk 
bars (most bordering on seedy 
dive status), bathhouses, some 
bar rags trying to pass them¬ 
selves off as “newspapers,” a 
few down-in-the-mouth coffee 
shops, and some rather flam¬ 
boyant self-employed hair¬ 
dressers and florists. In 1969 I 
recall reading my first issue of 
the then Los Angeles Advocate. 
W hat the intervening 15 years 
has done to the development of 
the now Advocate as a legitimate 
news publication states volumes 
about Gay business in general. 

As stated before, economic in¬ 
fluence and power is critical to 
achieving both personal and 
community aspirations in our 
society. A perceived healthy, ro¬ 
bust, and prospering business 
sector lends credence and sub¬ 
stance to community activists at¬ 
tempting change in the political 
arena. It should help provide 
financial support for the arts and 
amateur athletics. But most im¬ 
portantly a vibrant, successful 
Gay business sector attacks 
directly the damning stereotypes 
of Gays and Lesbians as second- 
rate underachievers and as 
screaming, limp-wristed faggots 
and moronic, bull-dyke misfits 
on the human landscape. The 
importance of this stereotyping 
smashing was reinforced for me 
w hen I read a New York Times 
reporter’s analysis of a lengthy 
interview he conducted with 
Jerry Falwell. In the reporter’s 
analysis was the observation 
that one of Falwell’s “great 
fears” was that the American 


public would “perceive of 
homosexuals as successful, com¬ 
petent, intelligent members of 
the community.” I, for one, 
greatly relish bringing about 
Falwell’s fears. 

B eing a member of the Gay 
business community, I 
strongly support my beliefs. 
Spending my adult life working 
with accounting, taxes, and in¬ 
vestments, I keep rather detail¬ 
ed records of my own spending 
patterns. In preparing this arti¬ 
cle I decided to review my own 
support of the Gay business 


community. Here’s some of 
what I came up with. For 1983 
these are some of the actual 
amounts I spent utilizing 
various Gay professionals and 
business firms: Optometrist - 
$515, Dentist - $186, Movers - 
$275, Gym - $225, Photogra¬ 
pher - $91, Printers - $334, 
Graphic Artist - $550, Mail Ser¬ 
vice - $1 55, Art Framers - $279. 

Tiring of compiling figures, I 
went on to document doing 
business with Gay-owned firms 
including travel agents, vita¬ 
min/health food stores, gift 
shops, bakery, hair stylists, 
clothing stores, office supplies, 
florist, book store. I also calcu¬ 
lated a small fortune had been 
left with various restaurants, 
bars, and baths. I also maintain 
one of my bank accounts with 
Atlas. All totaled I accounted for 
over $12,000 spent directly with 
the Gay business community. 
That pleases me because I want 
every one of those individuals 


and firms to prosper, grow, and 
be active in the development of 
the community. 

Carry ing this one step further, 
I try to use mainstream compa¬ 
nies w ho have made the decision 
to put some of their advertising 
dollars into the Gay press. As an 
example, when traveling and 
needing a rental car, I use 
_ Budget due to their financial in¬ 
vestment in Advertising in 
various Gay publications. I fur¬ 
ther recommend to my Gay 
financial clients that they retain 
the services of an acknow ledged 


Gay attorney, of which there are 
dozens, for their legal work and 
counseling. Straight attorneys 
basically don’t comprehend the 
facets and nuances of Gay life¬ 
styles and most could care less. 
So why place one’s legal matters 
in that environment? Also, I be¬ 
lieve the need to have a Gay 
phy sician is self-evident. 

Lastly, I’m not suggesting just 
because someone is Gay/Les¬ 
bian and in business that makes 
them automatically competent 
and ethical. Hardly ! God knows 
I've encountered my share of 
Gay jackasses pawning them¬ 
selves off as reputable and reli¬ 
able and being neither. So, as 
with any business activity of 
yours, the bottom line is always 
caveat emptor or buyer beware. 
However, I know that the large 
majority of Gay professionals 
and businesspersons are decided 
assets to our evolving commu¬ 
nity and worthy of one’s sup¬ 
port. ■

V itamin (Treatment 
Protocol for AIDS 

M ore and More SF PWA’s Adopt 

Alternative Treatment on the QT 

by Robert F. Cathcart III, M.D. 

I t was previously hypothesized that vitamin C would have value in the treatment of AIDS . 
That hypothesis was based on my experience with other infectious diseases 2 , 3 . Since that 
time I have gained some limited experience with the actual treatment of AIDS patients and 
have found the ascorbate is indeed very valuable when used in conjunction with certain con¬ 
ventional treatments. 


The following preliminary 
recommendations are based 
partly upon an anecdotal group 
of approximately 90 AIDS pa¬ 
tients who sought medical care 
from physicians but who also 
took high doses of ascorbate on 
their own. Additionally, it is 
based upon 12 of my AIDS pa¬ 
tients, 6 of whom were given in¬ 
travenous ascorbate for a short 
period of time. The following 
protocol is recommended for 
AIDS and AIDS-related condi¬ 
tions including lymphadeno- 
pathy and idiopathic throm¬ 
bocytopenia purpura. 

Such a preliminary report of 
recommendations is justified on¬ 
ly because of the urgency of the 
problem addressed and because 
in San Francisco and now New 
York, news of the ascorbate 
treatment is spreading rapidly. 
Ascorbate is being used by an in¬ 
creasing percentage of the AIDS 
patient population but without 
much guidance. There have 
been many requests by physi¬ 
cians for the treatment protocol. 

As predicted, AIDS patients 
are usually capable of ingesting 
large does of ascorbate. It is 
desirable that the amount of 
ascorbate taken orally be max¬ 
imized. Patients are titrated to 
bowel tolerance (the amount 
that almost but not quite causes 
diarrhea). A balanced ascorbate 
mixture is utilized which is made 
up of a mixture of approximate¬ 
ly 25% buffered ascorbate salts 
(calcium, magnesium, and po¬ 
tassium ascorbate) and 75% 
ascorbic acid. This mixture is 
dissolved in a small amount of 
water and taken at least every 
hour. The purpose of the fre¬ 
quent doses and this balanced 
mixture is to maximize the 
amount of ascorbate tolerated 
without producing diarrhea. 
The usual amount tolerated in¬ 
itially is between 40 and 100 
grams per 24 hours. Doses in ex¬ 
cess of 100 grams per 24 hours 
may be necessary temporarily 
with secondary bacterial and 
viral infections. As the patient’s 
condition improves, bowel toler¬ 
ance will decrease. 

When intravenous ascorbate 
is found necessary because the 
toxicity of the condition exceeds 
the ability of the patient to take 
adequate amounts of ascorbate 
to scavenge all of the free radi¬ 
cals created by AIDS and the 
various secondary infections, the 
following intravenous treat¬ 
ments should be untilized. 

Sodium ascorbate buffered to 
a pH 7.4 and without preserva¬ 
tives is added to sterile water in 
a concentration of 60 grams per 
500 cc. This concentration is 
twice the concentration I have 
recommended before because it 
is well tolerated in young males 
with large veins.-Patients with 
small veins may be best treated 
with solutions of 60 grams per 
liter solution. The time of the in¬ 
fusions should be over at least a 
3 hour period, preferably longer. 
Daily administration of 3 bot¬ 
tles, 180 grams per 24 hours may 
be necessary in acutely ill pa¬ 
tients. Enough should be ad¬ 
ministered to detoxify the pa¬ 
tient regardless of the amount. 
Additionally, oral doses of as¬ 
corbate should be taken simul¬ 


taneously with the intravenous 
ascorbate. Do not let the pa¬ 
tients become lazy and discon¬ 
tinue the oral ascorbate while 
the intravenous ascorbate is be¬ 
ing administered. 

It is absolutely essential that 
the patient’s intestinal parasites 
are treated in the conventional 
manner. I hestitate to say that 
all AIDS patients are infected at 
some time with intestinal para¬ 
sites, but it is strongly my guess 
that they are and that a favor¬ 
able prognosis is greatly en¬ 
hanced with proper treatment of 
those parasites. Entamoeba 
histolytica, especially, and Giar-

dia lamblia must be treated. In¬ 
testinal parasites, not ordinari¬ 
ly considered pathogenic, should 
be treated. If negative, repeated 
stool examinations for ova and 
parasites should be taken. Addi¬ 
tional samples should be taken 
through sigmoidoscopes if other 
specimens are negative for ova 
and parasites. If there are any 
clinical signs of intestinal 
parasites, it is perhaps best to 
treat even in the face of negative 
stool examinations. Herxheim- 
er’s reactions should be expected 
frequently. Symptoms, includ¬ 
ing Kaposi’s may be exacer¬ 
bated, despite the ascorbate, 
during treatment for intestinal 
parasites. 

Candida should be sought 
and treated. It should be em¬ 
phasized to patients that they 
owe it to themselves and society 
to treat the Candida consistent¬ 
ly because of the possibility of 
breeding resistant strains. The 
possibility of Candida in the gut, 
esophagus, mouth, sinuses, 
skin, etc. should be considered. 
In patients who clinically appear 
to have Candida but in whom 
Candida cannot be cultured, sen¬ 
sitivities to Candida should be 
suspected and treatment of 
especially the bowel should be 
considered. Herxheimer’s reac¬ 
tions, when antibiotics against 
Candida are employed, should 
be considered one indication 
that Candida is a problem. In 
these sensitive patients, foods 
and vitamins containing yeasts 
should be avoided. Lactobacil¬ 
lus in large amounts should be 
fed to these patients. 

Bacterial infections should be 
treated with appropriate an¬ 
tibiotics but large amounts of 
lactobacillus should be admin¬ 
istered with foods if there is the 
slightest tendency to Candida in¬ 
fections or sensitivities. Ascor¬ 
bate administration should be 
intensified during treatment for 
bacterial infections. Intravenous 
ascorbate may be necessary. 

Viral infections should be 
treated with intensification of 
the ascorbate treatment. Intra¬ 


venous ascorbate may become 
necessary. Herpes infections 
may benefit from applying a 
paste of ascorbate and water ap¬ 
plied 4 times a day directly to the 
lesions starting when the patient 
first perceives an impending 
attack. 

Immunosuppressive therapy 
should not be utilized. 

Sugar and processed foods, 
foods with chemicals, recrea¬ 
tional drugs, cigarettes, alcohol, 
etc. should be avoided. Obvious 
nutritional deficits should be 
sought and corrected. 

Food sensitivities are common 
because of the disorders of the 
immune system. This fact is 
very important to understand 
becaue apparent adverse reac¬ 
tions to vitamin C are common. 
Skin rashes and gastrointestinal 
discomforts may occur but this 
is almost never due to the ascor¬ 
bate itself. Most ascorbate is 
made from corn. Minute 
amounts of chemicals used in 
the manufacture of ascorbate 
may remain. Residuals of these 
substances are almost invariably 
the cause of the sensitivity reac¬ 
tions. Ascorbate made from sego 
palm or from tapioca are often 
tolerated. Different brands 
should be tried. It is almost 
always possible to find some 
ascorbate that is tolerated. This 
sensitivity problem is very im¬ 
portant to deal with because pa¬ 
tients frequently feel their life 
depends on taking adequate 
amounts of ascorbate and they 
may be correct in this feeling. 

All sharing of body fluids and 
fecal material should stop. 
Repeated exposures, not only to 
possible AIDS infection, but to 
the secondary infections,

especially intestinal parasites 
and Candida should be avoided. 

With this protocol, it may be 
anticipated that a large percent¬ 
age of patients will slowly go in¬ 
to an extended clinical remis¬ 
sion. Patients must be on guard 
to sense any impending infec¬ 
tion, colds, etc. The patient 
should begin the additional large 
frequent doses of ascorbate 
within minutes. A slow improve¬ 
ment of the total number of T- 
lymphocytes may occur but 
helper/suppressor cell ratios 
may remain suppressed. It ap¬ 
pears that ascorbate may assist 
the immune system, but that in 
addition, there are mechanisms 
whereby ascorbate acts against 
pathogens, especially viruses 
and bacteria by some mechan¬ 
ism which does not depend on 
the T-cells. For this reason, I 
would suggest using the ascor¬ 
bate portion of this protocol on 
children who have to be perma-

reaction on a large scale to 
serious provocation. We had just 
learned by White’s light sen¬ 
tence that the Criminal Justice 
System condones anti-Gay vio¬ 
lence and we were angry. 

Time has passed since 1979. 
Vi e believe that five years later, 
still angry but calmer, we need 
to look back and understand the 
issues underlying what hap¬ 
pened so that we can find ways 
to prevent similar injustices in 
the courts. 

Disparity in sentencing is an 
example. Two weeks ago, a man 
died in the electric chair for a 
murder committed during a rob¬ 
bery. Dan White is being re¬ 
leased five years after murder¬ 
ing two government officials. A 
sentence lighter than an in¬ 
dividual would receive for tax 
evasion! If Dan White was 
Black, Latino, or Gay, how 
many more years would it be be¬ 
fore he was on the streets? But 
disparity in sentencing is only 
one issue of injustice that 
plagues both Gays and other 
minorities. 

In the past two years there is 
a growing popularity of the 
“Sexual Panic” defense. We 
need to work for reform of the 
Evidence Code. 

The issue is that we deserve 
equal treatment in the Criminal 
Justice System, both as defen¬ 
dants and victims.

nently isolated from the slightest 
exposure to infections (bubble 
babies). 

A rapidly increasing number 
of AIDS patients in San 
Francisco are taking large 
doses of ascorbate. The same 
practice is starting in New York 
and elsewhere. I would suggest 
that physicians conducting con¬ 
trolled experiments on in¬ 
terferon, and shortly with in¬ 
terleukin 2, be sensitive to the 
fact that their patients are, and 
will be contaminating the ex¬ 
periments with massive doses of 
ascorbate. This increasing use of 
ascorbate in AIDS is now an es¬ 
tablished fact of life. It should 
be taken seriously and the im¬ 
plications in the treatment of all 
infectious diseases should be 
considered. I hope that physi¬ 
cians will assist patients in do¬ 
ing this massive experiment cor¬ 
rectly by encouraging adequate 
doses of ascorbate. 

If these oral solutions are used 
over a long period of time, care 
should be taken to keep them off 
the teeth by using a straw in 
order to avoid enamel damage. 
Sickle cell anemia and G-6-PD 
deficiencies should be ruled out 
where indicated. B

(lav Doctors on Blood 

The American Association of Physicians for Human Rights, 
(AAPHR) is the national organization of Gay and Lesbian physi¬ 
cians and medical students. Because of the increasing reports of 
the association between receiving blood or blood products and the 
subsequent development of AIDS, the American Association of 
Physicians for Human Rights has made its guidelines on the dona¬ 
tion of blood or blood products by the Gay community more 
specific. 

President Neil Schram, MD stated, “We wish to repeat our 
previously stated position, namely that the request for non¬ 
donation by a segment of the Gay community is a temporary 
measure until a specific blood test for AIDS can be developed. 
W e strongly support the need for research in this area and are 
prepared to work with all other interested groups.” 

THE AAPHR STATEMENT ON 
AIDS AND BLOOD DONATION 

We have taken the position that the following individuals should 
not donate blood at this time: 

1. Any individual who has AIDS (or one of its symptoms). 

2. Any individual who has had sexual contact with someone with 
AIDS or IV drug users. 

3. IV drug users. 

4. Homosexual orientation does not in and of itself make blood 
donation unsafe. Based on our present level of knowledge, 
homosexual persons in one of the following three categories 
may donate blood: 

a. Lesbians 

b. Men who have not been sexually active with any other 
man for at least the past three years. 

c. Two men who have had sex only with each other for the 
past three years. 

Any person not in the above categories should refrain from 
donating blood. 

5. Any individual who may be uncertain about his medical state 

with regard to AIDS should consult his physician prior to 
donating blood. ■

He and his lover, Cha Cha, 
recently celebrated 18 months together.

Nez: Why do you have such an. 
intense interest in “titles”? 
Larry: I don’t feel that it is in¬ 
tense. I believe in the Court 
System as it is supposed to be, 
not what it is. It should be a fun 
means of survival. It should 
allow the community to do what 
it wants to do without any has¬ 
sle. The charity work it does 
should present us to the straight 
community in a proper light. 
And that’s just part of it. It gives 
us something to do rather than 
sit around bitching and gossip¬ 
ing — but there is that now, too! 

I don’t feel it is an ego thing — 
yes, there are those who feel that 
the title carries a lot of weight, 
but not for me. The Gay com¬ 
munity needs leaders, and I feel 
they will come from the court 
system. The dollars that are 
raised by courts should be 
poured back into the Gay and 
straight communities. Two peo¬ 
ple who are doing this — 
regardless of titles — are Ed 
Paulson and Little Mother. And 
they receive very little thanks! 

Nez: What about winners who 
disappear after the initial glory 
of winning? 

Larry: A change is coming! The 
winners will be made to account 
for their winning. People are 
tired of the crowning and the 
disappearing. Those who are 
elected and don’t produce 
should be removed from that 
position with a replacement 
from the first runner-up. If the 
oath isn’t lived up to, get some¬ 
one who can and will live up to 
it! It’s not really a popularity 
contest anymore. People who 
ran recently wanted feedback in 
order to better represent the 
community. A title is only as 


strong as a person makes it. 
Nez: What about the “AH” of 
California titles? Are they really 
“AH” of California? 

Larry: The court system is like 
a pyramid, with one person at 
the top. State titles don’t exist 
without the backing of the 
courts. My present title, Grand 
Duke of All California, is to help 
every titleholder in the state. It’s 
not a county against county, or 
city against city — the one at the 
top has to pull it all together. 
Applications for my title went 
out to all courts in the state, and 
they had the opportunity to send 
contestants. Ideally, monarchs 
should elect AH California title- 
holders. That’s the way it was 
worded, but all courts didn’t 
recognize this. The “All” title 
can’t exist without every court’s 
backing. 

Nez: When you received your 
title, you promised a “Bartender 
of the Year” contest, a “Royal 
Slave Auction,” and a barbe¬ 
cue/square dance. What hap¬ 
pened? 

Larry: First, the title had to be 
accepted by all the courts, all 
over the state, and at the time I 
didn’t know what I had to un¬ 
do. There were damages done 
by the previous Grand Duke. 
The title was misused! I then 
had to ask for permission to be 
recognized. Second, I didn’t re¬ 
ceive a financial statement or 
report. I couldn’t really plan un¬ 
til I knew how I stood legally. 
Third, realistically, our current 
schedule made it totally impossi¬ 
ble. Some courts have never 
been approached by a state title- 
holder before, and they are very 
receptive. There has always 
been a “thing” between North¬ 


ern and Southern California, 
and I think the state titles can 
pull them together. There are 
only four of them: King Father 
and Queen Mother (Mikki and 
Jean), and Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess (Larry and 
Llarii). As Larry (and Cha 
Cha’s other half) I have been ac¬ 
cepted in Modesto, Fresno, Sac¬ 
ramento, Santa Rosa, San Jose, 
Stockton, Portland, and even 
Boise! 

Nez: What was your perception 
of ACIE before you became 
involved? 

Larry: I saw it as a thing whose 
time hadn’t come. The concept 
was theirs; the people were 
theirs; the constitution was 
theirs. It was a teething period 
and anything new goes through 
that period. Mistakes were 
made and corrected — that’s 
part of teething. Five years from 
now, we will be five times 
stronger. We have come a long 
way in five years. 

Nez: What is your perception of 
ACIE after being involved? 
Larry: It’s a bigger monster 
than I thought, especially be¬ 
hind the scenes. The court has 
to account to the state and fed¬ 
eral government tax rules. Un¬ 
til one gets involved, there is no 
telling just how big that monster 
is (Alameda County is one of the 
state’s biggest courts). Mistakes 
have been made and this court 
must learn from those mistakes. 
This year’s Privy Council is one 
of the strongest that ACIE has 
ever had. Many people don’t 
know it, but the Privy Council 
runs the empire. The Emperor

and Empress are accountable to 
the Council, and serve at its 
discretion. The Privy Council 
controls the people at the top. 

Nez: How did you get on the 
Privy Council? 

Larry: There are five people 
automatically on the new Privy 
Council: the Dowager Emperor 
and Empress, the new Emperor 
and Empress, and one person 
appointed by the new monarchs 
— it was Larry! The commu¬ 
nity elects six at-large members, 
and a chairperson is elected by 
the Court itself. 

Nez: I sense a certain bit of 
discord within the ACIE. How 
do you perceive it? 

Larry: It’s hard to give up the 
past and people find it difficult 


to relinquish their authority. We 
have new everything now, and 
there are problems with the old. 
But with Chuck M., Frumpy, 
and Stephanie’s help these prob¬ 
lems should be ironed out. Cer¬ 
tain ex-Council members were 
never held accountable for cer¬ 
tain things, mainly out of respect 
and courtesy. But that will never 
happen again. We’ll follow the 
constitution to the letter. No one 
person can control and/or side¬ 
step the Council or the constitu¬ 
tion. In the official minutes are 
recorded mistakes that have 
been made and we are account¬ 
able for those mistakes — and 
they won’t happen again. We’ve 
learned that much so far. If the 
constitution doesn’t work, it can 
be changed only by the standing 
committee. The general assem¬ 
bly is open to anyone; also, 
anyone may. sit in on the Privy 
Council — except for the Execu¬ 
tive Session. This session is 
private as a courtesy to people 
for anonymity. We have 
learned! 

Nez: Are friendships breaking 
up and sides being taken? 
Larry: No. It depends on who 
you listen to — the garbage- 
mouths or to the cofnmunity. 
This year we have the strongest 
group of people and more com¬ 
munity support. But there will 
always be the rumors, backstab- 
bing, and the “Oh boy, let’s see 
who we can break up this 
week! ” We have more represen¬ 
tation at out of town functions 
than ever before, and we’re get¬ 
ting the diehards back. Our 
slogan is, “If you have a bitch, 
(Continued on next page) 
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bring it!” (to the General 
Assembly meetings, second 
Monday of every month). 

Nez: Do you feel there is a 
“community”? 

Larry: Yes, definitely; but it is 
its own worst enemy — that’s 
true of any community. If we 
(men and women) could do what 
the women’s community had 
done — with NOW, ERA, etc. 
— by putting an end to petty 
bitching for the common good, 
we could do as much or more for 
the Gay community as they have 
done for the women’s move¬ 
ment. We just can’t have the 
“leather vs. drag vs. clone” syn¬ 
drome. I’d say that, sor¬ 
rowfully, only about 10% of the 
Gays in Alameda County ever 
become involved. 

Nez: Why is there so much 
discord and lack of support? 
Larry: Apathy, disinterest, and 
disillusionment! An awful lot 
want the benefits but don’t want 
to work for those benefits. It’s 
the same in all walks of life —

just look at the national elec¬ 
tions! I feel that a lot of Gays ac¬ 
cept the straight bullshit and 
actually feel that they are sick 
for being Gay! 

Nez: Are there just too many 
titles and too many functions to 
go around? Are they wearing 
thin? 

Larry: In the Gay community 
as a whole, there are too many 
titles. Some of the titles are 
created by people who never 
won any other title — and that 
weakens the original title. There 
is strength in numbers, but then 
when there are so many, the 
originals have no point or mean¬ 
ing. I don’t think that Alameda 
County has that many — yet ! 
We have five predominant ones 
in Alameda County — Emper¬ 
or, Empress, Mr. Gay, Miss 
Gay, and Foxy Lady. Hopefully 
there won’t be any more. People 
have to learn where their priori¬ 
ties are. Do we support Alameda 
County, Northern California, 
San Francisco, All of California, 
or what? For me, I’d rather put 
my hard-earned dollars into a 
charity rather than someone 
else’s cash register! We must 
learn the difference between a 
function given by a titleholder 
and a party given by a bar, with 
a made-up title. Most are held 
in bars, but in a true function 
given by a titleholder, the bar 
does pay its dues, too. I feel that 
our biggest disease is that we 
have ripped ourselves off! 
Charity begins at home, and I 
don’t mean a personal bank 
account!

Emperor and Empress I, Ed 
and Suzie — 

Larry: They started the ball 
rolling and, under the circum¬ 
stances, did a hell of a job. Ed 
still is!

It’s housed in a Newport-on- 
the-West Coast mansion behind 
an ornate wrought iron fence. It 
has a toney address on Country 
Club Drive. But the ONE In¬ 
stitute in Los Angeles is any¬ 
thing but the ephemeral men’s 
club that such outer trappings 
suggest. 

Founded in 1952, ONE, In¬ 
corporated is the country’s old¬ 
est continuously active homo- 
phile organization. 


The group published one of 
the first Gay periodicals in the 
country, was a pioneer in the 
fight for acceptance and civil 
rights, and since 1956 has been 
presenting classes and lectures in 
Homophile Studies at the ONE 
Institute. The Institute is a joint 
effort of ONE, Incorporated 
and its affiliated foundation, the 
Institute for the Study of 
Human Resources. So serious 
and professional is their intent 
and execution of goals that the 
Institute received official 
authorization from the State of 
California to confer Master and 
Ph.D. degrees in Homophile 
Studies in 1981. 

Classes are held in the In¬ 
stitute’s impressive building, 
and the 1984 spring term has 
just been announced. The four¬ 
teen week courses begin Feb¬ 
ruary 6. 

The spring term classes will 


be offered by two of ONE Insti¬ 
tute’s divisions: the Division of 
Special Programs and the Grad¬ 
uate School. Offered for non¬ 
graduate credit under special 
Programs will be two courses, 
one on “Individuals Who Have 
Made Homophile History,” 
presented by the Institute’s 
Dean, W. Dorr Legg, and one 
on “Is the Street Scene In¬ 
evitable,” by the Rev. Albert J. 
Ogle, Director of the Triangle 
Project. Each of these courses 


will be given one night per week 
for the fourteen-week term; the 
enrollment fee is S50 per course. 

The big guns are unloaded in 
the Graduate School, which will 
offer one History course, “Sex¬ 
ual Variance in Prehistory and 
Early Civilization,” two Homo¬ 
phile Studies courses, “The 
Field of Homophile Studies” 
and “Research Methodology,” 
an Arts course, “Comparative 
Survey of Gay Theatre and 
Film,” and a Sociology course, 
“Theoretical Concepts in the 
Sociology of Homosexuality.” 
Each of these courses carries 
three units of graduate credit. 
Tuition is $100 per unit; audit 
fee (noncredit) is $50 per course.

The ordinance, the 
most inclusive in the state, pass¬ 
ed easily with a 9-0 vote on 
December 20. “It is important 
that this vote go as smoothly as 
the last,” said Tom Brougham, 
PAC chair for the East Bay Les¬ 
bian/Gay Democratic Club. 


“We urge supporters of the bill 
to be present at the hearing and 
show our community’s concern 
and involvement in the passage 
of this much-needed legislation.

From Miss M to Moliere Award. 
The Divine Miss M, Bette Midler, 
turned from lunacy to literature this 
year, with a book called The Saga of 
Baby Divine. Flashily illustrated, the 
entertaining tale has moral, which up¬ 
dates Auntie Marne’s "Life is a ban¬ 
quet, and most poor sons-of-bitches are 
starving to death” but doesn’t scan as 
well. 

"Make sure that your life is a Rare 
Entertainment! 

It doesn’t take anything drastic. 

You needn’t be gorgeous or wealthy or 
smart. 

Just Very Enthusiastic!” 

The book is a happy lark, and even has 
a precedent as the creation of a per¬ 
former who writes entire works in 
rhymed couplet — Moliere. ■ 


Other Gay theatre favorites of 1983 include: What the Hell, a 
rich, funny musical by Sean Delaney and Richard McNees. It 
played just long enough at Studio Eremos for a few money-men 
to see it and was supposed to return in an elaborate production. 
We’re still waiting. Whether revival or premiere, a Mixed Bag 
Production is always welcome. A company of imaginative danc¬ 
ing actors, Mixed Bag is working on a piece about love in plague- 
ridden Medieval London and will take their tour-de-force, The 
Bog People, to Europe in the summer of ’84. Knock em dead! 
Stanley Rutherford’s one-act drama, Tonguedance, was brutally 
honest about the nature of sex, love, friendship, and responsibil¬ 
ity in male relationships. Passages of Tonguedance are tainted 
by puritanical moralizing and far-out Zen philosophizing, but they 
can’t diminish the play’s relevance to the Gay male experience. 

Among Theatre Rhino’s efforts, several were memorably 
outstanding — the San Francisco premieres of Tennessee 
Williams’ Vieux Carre, Jane Chambers’ A Late Snow, and 
Arthur Laurents’ The Enclave. While Rhino’s production of 
Williams was not the most successful conceivable, it gave a 
generous taste of the play’s nostalgic poetry. A Late Snow’s suc¬ 
cess owed much to its sensitive, aptly chosen cast. Ecstatic au¬ 
diences proved the need for contemporary Lesbian scripts. The 
Enclave was a major discovery, for the play is basically unknown. 
The script was complemented by an unusually fine cast and a 
handsome production. 

Charles Busch is a Gay star on the ascendant. His performances 
of his monodramas at the Valencia Rose were riveting in their pas¬ 
sion, melancholy, and humor. 

Romanovsky and Phillips sing tender, sweet songs about be¬ 
ing Gay. They’re young and their artistic identities are not yet 
fully formed, but they’re growing by leaps and bounds. We’ll prob¬ 
ably hardly recognize them when they return in mid-January from 
their first national tour. 

As for 1984, we’ve got nothing to hit but the heights — unless 
they hit us first! So, eyes open and into the theatres. ■

“Hello. This is Susie Bright. ” 
“Hi. I’m Bernard Spunberg. I 
was supposed to review your 
performance piece, Knife, 
Paper, Sciscors, tonight, but I 
just can’t. I’m totally exhaust¬ 
ed.” “No, you're not. ” “Yes, I 
am.” “Aw, c'mon. Just sit back 
and enjoy the show.” “But. . .” 
“How’s about I fix you up with 
a hot man for after the show?” 
“Well. . .” “Curtain’s at 8:00. 
Bye. ” 

The hot man never material¬ 
ized, but I was too knocked out 
by the play’s physical and philo¬ 
sophical slapstick to notice. 
Susie Bright and Caitlin 
Morgan didn’t get the recogni¬ 
tion they deserved for Knife, 
Paper, Scisscors. Not too 
many Gay men saw the show, 
but its mimed violence made it 
a political hot potato in the 
feminist community. In it, co¬ 
creators and sole performers 
Morgan and Bright kick up the 
dust that obscures serious 
thought about the destructive 
nature of secrets and taboos. 
When the dust finally settles, we 
see conventional beliefs and 


ideals neatly impaled on sharp 
satiric darts. Good news for au¬ 
diences is that the production 
will be revived this spring.

The How Many Beats Per Minute 
Award for 1983: To Bob Dylan, who 
prefers the sayings of the prophets to 
the B52s. In 1983 he tired of born- 
again religion, referring to it in B & D 
terms. Said he, “In the name of reli¬ 
gion, people have been raped, killed, 
and defiled. Today’s religion is tomor¬ 
row’s bondage.” 

But he’s not happy about many 
things, as a review in US magazine 
made clear. 

Politics? “Politics could be useful if 
used for good purposes — feeding the 
hungry and taking care of orphans. 
But it’s not. It’s a merry-go-round of 
sin. Show me an honest politician and 
I’ll show you a sanctified whore.”

John Paul II said during a New Year’s 
Day address that famine and possible 
nuclear war threaten the world like 
‘’the fatal horsemen of the Apoca¬ 
lypse. ” He should have included Him¬ 
self on that list of threats for the con¬ 
tinued “enlightenment” He offered his 
followers in 1983. Once again, He put 
on fresh drag to proclaim that mastur¬ 
bation is a sin. 

Listen — the teachings of Jesus are 
swell, and the Church’s mythology 
fascinating, but the rest of us are in the 
Twentieth Century . The Pope prob¬ 
ably wears those little red gloves to 
cover the hair on his palms. ■ 


The Best Picture of the Year: Tender Mercies also featured 
the Best Direction (Bruce Beresford) and the Best Actor — Robert 
Duvall as a washed-up, wined-out country singer who gets a new 
lease on life. The redemptive power of love isn’t a hot boxoffice 
subject, but it should be when it’s done this well. The Australian 
director captured the heartbeat of South Texas with what appear 
to be all natural ingredients. ■

Most Disturbing New Movie 
Trend: Violence Against 
Women - Okay, it’s nothing 
new, but it reached such epi¬ 
demic proportions in the year- 
end releases that we fear what 
1984 may bring. From the possi¬ 
ble murder of Silkwood (and 
the decontaminating showers 
the women — never men — get 
when they’ve been “cooked”) to 
the totally sexist world of Scar- 
face and the everybody-plays- 
rough milieu of La Balance 
where the police torture Natha¬ 
lie Baye to make her turn in¬ 
former, women face extraordi¬ 
nary brutality on screen. Sondra 
Locke gets revenge in Sudden 
Impact after she and her sister 
are gang-raped, but not before 
spending a few minutes as a 
crazed killer’s hostage; and 
Dirty Harry flattens the film’s 
Lesbian character some time 
before Locke shoots her. The 
battle death of a Laotian woman 
does not appear uncommon in 
Uncommon Valor. Christine 
terrorizes “other woman” Alex¬ 
andra Paul and the Nazis try to 
rape Alberta Watson in The 


Keep. Cabbie Marsha Warfield 
faces an armed robber repeat¬ 
edly in a running “gag” in D.C. 
Cab, and William Hurt has to 
rescue Joanna Pacula from a 
would-be killer in Gorky Park, 
which opens with the murder of 
a woman (and two men). Car¬ 
men gets it in the end as always, 
and even in the innocuous Two 
of a Kind Olivia Newton-John 
is held at gunpoint in what pass¬ 
es for a climax. Bonnie Bedelia 
is the victim of sexist discrimi¬ 
nation in Heart Like a Wheel, 
and gentle Yentl “only” suffers 
the psychological violence of be¬ 
ing deprived of an education, 
unless you count the arm wres¬ 
tling scene (but we know Strei¬ 
sand could’ve taken him if she’d 
broken character). This isn’t 
even a complete list. We weren’t 
taking notes until the cumula¬ 
tive effect became too much. It 
looks as if the mad slasher fan¬ 
tasies have branched out to more 
varied forms which are often 
more realistic and therefore 
more dangerous. ■

Best Books of 1983 

What a great year it was for 
readers — and pleasing that sev¬ 
eral of the authors are Bay Area 
residents. 

Porno. The collected works 
of Phil Andros (Oakland’s Sam 
Steward), unearthed from nu¬ 
merous, deceased periodicals, 
proved porn could be well writ¬ 
ten, witty, and still arousing. 
The first two volumes, Stud and 
Below the Belt , are perhaps the 
best written and all the more 
cherishable for it, since no one 
has ever been able to so fully in¬ 
tegrate the highbrow with the 
low. Subsequent reissues, My 
Brother, My Self and Roman 
Conquests, go more for the 
crotch and are closer to formula 
for that, but still well done. 
There’s two more volumes to 
come! 

Satire. The Butch Manual by 
Clark Henley proved you can 
have your cake and lie in it, too. 
Subtitled “The Current Drag 
and How To Do It,” the book 
advises, “No one was born 
Butch. People were born babies 
and promptly burst into tears, 
which was most un-Butch. ” Yet 
some grew up to be inescapably 
Butch. Is it genes? Natural se¬ 
lection? No. These people have 
simply given others what they 
think people want. They’ve gone 
Butch. And so can you — if you 
can keep from the un-Butch 
hysterics that will attack when¬ 
ever you read The Butch 
Manual. 

Poetry. The Penguin Book of 
Homosexual Verse offers nine 
thousand years of carefully 
chosen Gay poetry for a mere 
$6.95. The ancients are refresh¬ 
ingly sassy, the middle and Vic¬ 
torian ages can be heavy, and 
the modern works — from Bau¬ 
delaire, Houseman, and Cavafy 
through Stein, Genet, Pasolini, 
Thom Gunn, Rita Mae Brown, 
and so many others — are 
wonderful to dip into when 
you’re hit by a poetic mood. You 
don’t even have to like poetry to 
find wonderful things in here, 
from celebration to satire, from 
despair to delight. 

Belle-Lettres. The Diaries of 
Ned Rorem, several volumes re¬ 
issued in handsomely jacketed

trade editions, return the com¬ 
poser’s writing for the amaze¬ 
ment of new readers. He’s laid 
everything and everyone on the 
line with a wit and erudition that 
are valued more as Gay libera¬ 
tion and the ability to grasp the 
life whole add to the diaries’ 
luster. Definite Gay time cap¬ 
sule material. 

Non-Fiction. One Teenager 
in Ten, Writings by Gay and 
Lesbian Youth. Editor Ann 
Heron solicited and collected 
these firsthand accounts of 
young people telling their own 
stories — of discovering they 
were Gay, deciding who to tell 
and how to tell, of coming to 
terms with being “different.” 
While it sounds like great mate¬ 
rial for other teenagers, the 
stories, related with an insight 
impossible in the 1950’s or ’60’s, 
made me jubilant and tearful, 
sad and happy. When I finish all 
the autobiographies, I just start 
over again. 

Literature. Actually, San 
Francisco author Robert Gluck 
has combined all the above

which brought Ethyl to town, and his monodramas of the great 
and/or infamous women of history (Lucrezia Borgia; Nefertiti; 
Carlotta, the Mad Empress of Mexico; Jocasta — “I love you, 
Oed! ”) set us spinning head over high heels. An uncommonly 
gifted performer, Ethyl is not your pretend-diva drag queen. “I 
don’t want to be confused with someone who wants to be a woman.

Year In Review 
Tone deaf 

For pop music, 1983 turned 
out to be a dramatic year in 
terms of record sales, injecting 
the slumping industry with 
profit and glee for record com¬ 
panies, but the real excitement 
remained with new bands who 
brought innovation to their 
music unencumbered by the 
drive to sell millions of copies. 

Around the Bay Area the 
most noticeable winds of change 
were from the reformatting of 
KQAK from heavy metal to new 
music. Although the new for¬ 
mat, designed by programmer 
Rick Carroll, still left a few 
things to be desired, such as less 
rotation of hit songs, it offered 
encouragement to new music 
fans that somebody was re¬ 
sponding to their listening 
habits. 

In the Gay community, two 
already strong forces continued 
to dominate the music scene, the 
Women’s music contingent and 
the dj associations who have 
controlled and directed club 
music for years. 

The popular music Lesbians 
and Gays enjoyed in 1983 will be 
acknowledged and awarded at 
the Cable Car Awards in Febru¬ 
ary, and it’s a sure bet that, due 
to the outstanding releases of 
1983, especially in the area of 
Women’s music, there will be 
some happy winners and some 
not-so-happy losers. 

Until then, and with complete 
subjectivity, these are my top 
album picks for 1983, derived 
strictly from national and inter¬ 
national releases (the local Bay 
Area rock scene is another 
story): 

1. Speaking in Tongues, 
Talking Heads: They have be¬ 
come the trendiest of the trendy, 
but their grasp of the break, 
shake, and think in music over¬ 
comes their mass appeal. 

2. Sweet Dreams Are Made 
of This, The Eurythmics: Their 
music says it all. 

3. Nona Hendryx, Nona 
Hendryx: If rock music is an ex¬ 
pression of sexuality, Nona 
Hendryx’ suck ’em dry style 
makes most rock musicians 
sound like they’re still in the pet¬ 
ting stage. 

4. Undercover of the Night, 
Rolling Stones: It’s hard to 
believe the Stones have been 
able to adapt their style to so 
many changes and still come out 
smelling like a rose. But, they 
do. 


5. Angstlos, Nina Hagen: It’s 
hard not to love Nina Hagen 
and it’s easy to hate her. Her 
purposefully bizarre style, which 
can only be taken in short doses, 
if at all, by most listeners, makes 
her a freak, a damn good freak. 

6. White Lines, Grandmaster 
Flash: Rap music, even by the 
Grandmaster himself, wears 
thin quickly but this anti- 
Cocaine jive (which only made 
me want to do more) is his best 
song to date. But I can’t argue 
with the New York group, Li¬ 
quid Liquid, who claim the song 
was ripped off from them; if you 
listen to “Cavern” by Liquid Li¬ 
quid you’ll understand why they 
want some kickback from the hit 
and why they deserve it. 

7. Non-Fiction, The Blasters: 
They still haven’t come up with 
a hit single but their authentic 
rockabilly ramblings are too 
good to be ignored. 


Male Singers 

Die Mannerstimmen, a 
chamber chorus for men’s 
voices, announces auditions for 
the spring.

8. Numbers With Wings, 
The Bongos: This may be a one- 
hit album but it reveals that 
potential wealth of talent this 
group possesses, a fact that long¬ 
time fans never doubted. 

9. Rant and Rave, Stray 
Cats: Although the Blasters are 
more authentic to the rockabilly 
idiom, the Stray Cats are abun¬ 
dantly talented and have the 
knack of writing a hit single, an 
unbeatable combination. Their 
mass appeal covers a range of 
fans, from nostalgia freaks to 
teeny hoppers. 

10. Uh-Huh, John Cougar 
Mellencamp: Here’s one from 
middle-America, not one of my 
favorite geographic locations, 
but the poignant depiction of 
that locale by Mellencamp ac¬ 
complishes in a more driving, 
accessible manner what Bruce 
Springsteen tried to do in 1982 
with Nebraska, but failed. 


More Man Than Before 

Several weeks ago a complete 
take of “The Man That Got 
Away” that has never been 
issued was found in the vaults. 
The Castro Theatre will screen 
this six-minute, Cinemascope 
rarity before the regularly 
scheduled showing of the 
restored A Star is Born this 
weekend, January 6 through 10. 
That’s two men getting away in 
one evening — and one’s a com¬

Blazing Awaj with Typewriter 
and High Heels 

by Bernard Spunberg 


R ichard Benner has been in town to direct Theatre Rhinoceros’ 
world premiere production of his play, Crystal Blaze, which 
opened this week. Benner is known primarily for his film 
about a friendship between a drag queen and a young girl, 
Outrageous! Filmed in 1977, Outrageous! has become a classic, 
but it is only one of many works Benner has produced. In fact, 
Benner’s boundless energy and industry are central to his 
personality. 


Benner obtained a script¬ 
writing job in London right after 
college. He was made a hand¬ 
some offer by Canadian repre¬ 
sentatives in London and took a 
teaching job in Calgary, Alber¬ 
ta. After teaching for two years, 
Benner left Calgary for Toronto, 
where he worked as a script doc¬ 
tor for the CBC. Outrageous! 
was funded by the CBC, which 
lost interest in Benner when the 
film became a hit. Ironically, 
Benner found himself forced to 
augment his income by waiting 
on tables just as the success of 
Outrageous! started to snow¬ 
ball. 

Benner was offered a series of 
directing jobs, but none appeal¬ 
ed — except for Happy Birth- 


and will threaten and bother 
people. 

“I am absolutely mad about 
Chris in Crystal Blaze. I was 
writing that at a time when I had 
decided never to put anything on 
the stage or screen again, after 
the bad reviews that Gemini 
got. I simply wrote a character 
I adored personally. 

“Crystal is a Gay play, so the 
regional theatres are not in¬ 
terested in it. Victor Bumbalo, 
whose Niagara Falls was pro¬ 
duced by Theatre Rhino, rec¬ 
ommended the group to me. I 
sent Rhino a copy of Crystal, 
they sent an offer, and I ac¬ 
cepted. Theatre Rhino makes a 
substantial contribution to the 
national theatrical scene. I don’t

day, Gemini, an adaptation of 
a Gay-themed play by Albert In- 
nauarato. The play had opened 
on Broadway to negative re¬ 
views, but the backers’ faith 
proved justifiable when the show 
was a hit that ran for four years. 
Benner’s film version has not 
been so fortunate. He told us 
about that film, and his current 
project at Theatre Rhinoceros, 
a day before Rhino opened the 
show. 

“When my film of Albert In- 
naurato’s Happy Birthday, 
Gemini received poor reviews, 
United Artists decided to cut 
their losses and pull the film 
from circulation (the film has 
since enjoyed enormous sales to 
cable TV). I decided not to do 
another film for awhile. Instead, 
I sat down and wrote four plays. 
Three are one-acts, but Crystal 
was obviously destined to be a 
larger work right from the start. 
I wrote it for no other reason 
than to please myself. 

“Though both Crystal and 
Outrageous! deal with drag 
queens, the two pieces are fun¬ 
damentally different. Outrage¬ 
ous! is basically the story of two 
children and how they learn to 
help one another. Crystal is the 
story of adults in their mid¬ 
thirties learning to live without 
one another. It’s about adult 
emotional problems and the 
challenge of facing loneliness, 
which Outrageous! never deals 
with. One of the reasons people 
love the characters of Outrage¬ 
ous! is that they’re childlike. 
They’re not threatening. The 
characters in Crystal are adults 


think anybody in San Francisco 
understands how important this 
theatre is. Everyone asks me 
why I’m here, but there is only 
one resident Gay theatre in 
America, and it happens to be 
Theatre Rhinoceros. 

“JVIy cast is immensely 
strong. I would have no fear 
showing this cast in New York. 
I have total confidence in my 
leading actor, Duane Cropper. 
He possesses great talent that 
can take him as far as he wants 
to go.” 

★ ★ ★ 

“My first job in life was work¬ 
ing for a carnival. I was sixteen, 
and I loved the clowns and 
freaks. Clowns, like good drag 
queens like Charles Pierce, can 
transcend everyday reality and 
exist in a fantastic, whimsical 
world. Drag frees the imagina¬ 
tion to express a part of itself 
that normal life will not allow it 
to express. That’s why drag is 
artistically inexhaustible. Drag 
is grander than daily life. The 
emotions are bigger. The com¬ 
edy is bigger, the tragedy is big¬ 
ger. The life of the material 
world is mundane, and a lot of 
people can’t stand to be trapped 
in that drab, unimaginative ex¬ 
istence. 

“I have no idea why drag is 
not big in San Franciscan bars. 
I’ve only been in this town a cou¬ 
ple of weeks. I really don’t know 
San Francisco. The place I’m 
writing about is modeled on the 
Anvil in New York, of course, 
where there are drag shows just 


exactly the way they’re shown in 
Crystal. The drag shows at the 
Anvil make the kids go nuts. 
They love them. They’re crazy, 
they’re wonderful, and they’re 
funny. The drags are clowns. 

“There’s a quote from 
Thomas Carlyle: Angels can fly 
because they’ve learned to take 
themselves lightly. Drag has 
been part of Gay culture since 
there’s been Gays, and it was 
drags that started this whole 
political movement in which 
political activists say we can’t 
have drags. It was the drags who 
did it. They’re the ones who had 
the guts to pick up rocks and 
throw them at the cops at Stone¬ 
wall. It just doesn’t make any 
sense to label drag politically 
incorrect. 


“I don’t write about drag 
queens; I write about people. If 
some people’s politics are so 
strong they cannot see past a 
costume and understand that it’s 
human emotion that’s being 
talked about, then they can say 
what they want. I don’t really 
much care. 

“The purpose of art is not 
politics. I’m not writing propa¬ 
ganda to advance the cause of 
Gay men in America. I’m writ¬ 
ing because it is emotionally and 
artistically interesting to myself. 
I’m really not interested in be¬ 
ing part of a political Gay move¬ 
ment at all. 

“What political activists 
sometimes don’t understand is 
that one way to solve a problem 
is to see it clear enough to laugh 
at it. That’s one way to get past 
it, one way to leave behind old 
ways of living. That’s the real 
value of Lucy and Ricky, who 
showed us the silliness of rigid¬ 
ly defined roles. 

“I don’t write only Gay 
material. It so happens that the 
material I’ve written that people 
want to produce is Gay and is 
about drag queens. Now, I have 
a screenplay called Downtown, 
and it has nothing to do with 
drag queens. I’ve got to do it. 
It’s about how difficult it is for 
two Gay men to have an actual 
adult, romantic, sexual relation¬ 
ship in a Gay world which bas¬ 
ically sabotages those relation¬ 
ships. Gay culture tries to break 
up relationships because they 
underline the loneliness that 
many single people experience. 
All the studios have read 
Downtown, and they all said it 
was brilliant, the best screenplay 
they’d seen in years, and they all 
said, ‘Benner, go to hell.’ 

“They’ll go for the depravity 
of Cruising and the lifeless 
formula of Making Love, but 
when it comes to intelligent, 
adult Gay material, they back 
off. 

“Homophobia is monstrous 
among big-time producers, and 
the worst ones are the Gay ones. 
Their fear is justified to some ex¬ 
tent — the producer who comes 
out of the closet might lose his 
Rolls Royce. Obviously, that 
doesn’t let them off the hook. I 
don’t think power comes to us 
without an obligation to nur¬ 
ture. To stop good Gay material 
from finding an outlet in films 
because you are personally 
afraid is misusing power, whe¬ 
ther you’re Gay or straight. 

“I’m now writing a non-Gay 
screenplay for Paramount. I 
want it to be called She Came 
from Outer Space. Paramount 
wants someone like Joan Col¬ 
lins; I want Divine. Wouldn’t 
you line up to see She Came 
from Outer Space, starring 
Divine?

Ronnetttte Meets the Queens at Their Last 
All-Candidate Night Stumping Ground: One 
Needs a Shave; One Wants to Be the Perfect 
Hostess; and Others Feel It’s Time to Move 
Into the ’80’s

A writer, according to George Orwell, must face two things — 
solitude and unpleasant facts. Of the two, I prefer unpleasant 
facts, although I get plenty of both. I have told myself as a 
consolation that solitude, as trying as it is, is no more trying than 
a Gay bar. Don’t get me wrong — there’s nothing I enjoy more 
than watching people sitting around getting shit-faced and reject¬ 
ing each other; it’s just that too much liquor makes me drowsy 
and sometimes alarmingly coherent, so, as you can imagine, I 
don’t get around much anymore. Fun has become fantasizing 
about the day when television comes of age and devotes a chan¬ 
nel to Ronnetttte’s favorite art form, professional wrestling. 

Who cares if Ronnetttte has fun, you ask? The next Empress 
of San Francisco, that’s who! 


The Bay Area Reporter sent me off to the Ramrod last Wednes¬ 
day to cover All Candidates Night, an opportunity to see all the 
lovelies striving towards the highest pinnacle politics, good 
breeding, and the drag world offer, Empress. Ronnetttte was not 
so thrilled. I wanted to cover the Papacy show, feeling that I had 
much more in common with Pope Clement XI than Empress Doris 
X. I mean, let’s face the facts, before Hollywood all we really had 
was the Vatican: the robes, the rings, the motet rehearsals (no, 
kids, a motet is not a little song from Motown), the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding — it was all so gay! 

Oh well, I guess you could look at the Ramrod and all of Folsom 
Street as a kind of Saint Peter’s. 


W ith Sister Boom Boom get¬ 
ting national coverage, the 
day is just around the cor¬ 
ner when you can turn on the 
tube and watch Ted Koppel in¬ 
terview Ms. Piggi, Remy, Ron¬ 
nie Lynn, Margo Moore, and 
Sissy Spaceout, this year’s de¬ 
voted drags competing for the 
coveted courtly crown. That 
lineup might be a little too much 
for America, but it was just right 
for the Ramrod. 

Ms. Piggi needs a shave but 
absolutely nothing else. Remy 
has that truly royal combination 
of compassion for and intoler¬ 
ance of others. He is tall and 
regal, and even in a red-tasseled, 
floor-length gown and an up- 
swept do that just about screams 
“Move over, Ann Miller,” 
Remy looks a lot like the present 
Bourbon monarch of Spain. I 
was, frankly, surprised and de¬ 
lighted at how together and ar¬ 
ticulate he was onstage. Re¬ 
sponding to a question from the 
audience, Remy delineated her 
concept of the role of Empress 
very clearly. First, the Empress 
is the social hostess of the Tav¬ 
ern Guild, a visible presence and 
a spark of fun at any party. Sec¬ 
ond, the Empress has the re¬ 
sponsibility of working with the 
whole community and being a 
link for its disparate elements. 
And finally, the Empress is a 
fund-raiser. Over the years the 


Empress and her court have 
raised thousands of dollars for 
charitable organizations. 

Ronnie Lynn, looking like a 
cross between Tammy Wynette 
and a championship whippet, 
feels that the role of Empress 
demands a person of action. The 
Empress has to get out and let 
the Gay community know she’s 
there. The Empress has to be 
there when she is needed. 

Ronnie Lynn’s lover, Billy 
Ray, is a candidate for Em¬ 
peror, along with Rich Carle, 
Rennis, and Tim Oros. 

Not being current with Court 
politics, I turned to John Ew- 
ling, who had only glowing 
words for the present Impera- 
trice, Empress Connie. Since the 
beginning of her reign, Connie 
has hosted at least one charity 
event a month — “more like one 
a week” — including functions 
for the people with AIDS in 
Ward 5B. She has traveled to 
other courts in Seattle, Portland, 
Hawaii, and unlike past Em¬ 
presses, Connie, according to 
Ewling, has most often ap¬ 
peared in drag. Not only is she 
an accomplished performer, this 
Empress can cook and is not 
above getting on non-gender 
specific hands and knees on a 
stage to nail down props. 

Connie is carrying on a tradi¬ 
tion begun by Empress Doris

the Good-hearted. Doris, who 
reigned in 1975, staged a pro¬ 
duction of The W izard of Oz as 
a benefit; “To this day,” Ewling 
emphasized, “it’s the largest 
money-making party ever held 
in San Francisco.” She set a new 
standard which subsequent Em¬ 
presses have followed. 

Sissy Spaceout and Margo 
Moore agree that it is time to up¬ 
date that standard again. “It’s 
time for the Empress to move 
into the ’80’s,” Sissy told me. 
Sissy is not as spaced out as her 
makeup and name would make 
you believe. She has poise and 
presence and one of the most 
magnificent boas you’ve ever 
seen. Margo Moore is very

fresh, very energetic, and very 
tall. He is the first Empress can¬ 
didate, I’ve been told, to appear 
in his own hair. Margot told me 
that because he looks so “real” 
he emphasizes in his campaign 
literature the pronouns he and 
him. Margot sees the role of 
Empress as “an enjoyable one, 
an enjoyable title. It’s not the 
title we need or have to have, it’s 
something we want to do.” 



The court and those who 
court them really do constitute 
a crowd. The Ramrod emptied 
in what seemed a flash and the 
party moved to Febe’s, where 
the bar was dense with people 
and the Balloon Girls’ hair. It 
was great fun being in a corner 
gaggle giggling with Ms. Piggi, 
Sissy, and Margo , great fun 
drinking champagne toasts to 
Margo Moore, the party’s hon¬ 
ored guest and hostess; but the 
most fun was watching and ac¬ 
tually dancing the new chic Gay 
rage, the Duck Dance. Imagine 
leather men, Balloon Girls, Em¬ 
presses, Grand Duchesses, and 
just plain folk doing a German 
pub dance in the middle of 
Febe’s. As a way of bringing the 
Gay community together, the 
Duck Dance might be the next 
Empress’ greatest tool. ■

It 
was there that he also first became 
known as “Miss Size Queen.” When 
rumors circulated around town that he 
had “Take a number” tattooed on the 
soles of his feet, he decided to run away 
to San Francisco — and have it done. 

Nearly penniless, he rented a room 
in the Tenderloin with two other peo¬ 
ple and began dancing at the old Turk 
Street Follies. The year was 1977. 

The drag scene beckoned. All spare 
change went to the Goodwill store to 
pay for the latest “Goodie” designer 
dresses. Performances at clubs came 
next. The Landmark. The Sound of 
Music. The Railway Express. 

In 1979 Margo made a three-month 
visit to New Orleans, where he chug- 
a-lugged gumbo between stage ap¬ 
pearances at The Gunga Din. 

Later in 1979 he visited Gainesville, 
Florida, to find out if it is true that the 
difference between a California orange 
and a Florida orange is that when you 
suck on them, the California orange 
sucks back. It’s true. In Florida he 
continued his study of hairdressing at 
a beauty academy. He also found time 
to perform at The Melody Club.

“The plays I wrote just 
previous to Crystal are a trio of 
farces called Dressing Rooms. 
They make people laugh a lot. 

I have also written a non-Gay 
screenplay about community 
theatre called Break a Leg, a 
horror film called Transplant, 
and another about women in an 
insane asylum called Butterfly 
Ward. I’m trying to sell all of 
them. I’ve also written a sequel 
to Outrageous! which we 
should be filming by July.” 

Outrageous! was made for 
$165,000 and has paid for itself 
a thousand times over. The U.S. 
gross alone was about $8 mil¬ 
lion. Canada was four. Europe 
was ten. I’m very aware it’s a 
cult favorite, and I’m also aware 
I can’t get any money out of it, 
but that’s another story. 

“I’m very, very happy that 
people embrace Outrageous!. I 
hope they will embrace other 
things I do. It’s thrilling and a 
little frightening to contemplate 
the influence that Outrageous! 
has had over people. Film is a 
terribly powerful medium; the 
power is almost enough to stop 
me in my tracks, because if I can 
have a good effect, I can also 
have a bad one.

He made his big¬ 
gest impact in the first movie of 
his I saw, the title section of 
Buckshot Studios Easy Entry. 
His name is Noel Kemp and he’s 
quite a delicious blonde hunk. 
Not only beautiful, well-built 


and very sexy, he communicates 
well with his co-stars, a gift Jim 
King shares. It makes for easy 
identification, a palpable pres¬ 
ence. 

As soon as I saw the Buckshot 
video (which has a torrid scene 
between two leathermen and a 
swell solo from the incredible 
Frank Vickers), I began seeing 
Kemp elsewhere. He’s in the 
Leather sequence of A Matter of 
Size, as Mike Ryan; Friday 
Night Workout and Locker 
Room Cocks as Mike Kelly;

ed. Always willing and pleasant, 
he recently became joyfully out¬ 
going. Easy Entry demon¬ 
strated his bubbly personality, 
peak-condition body, and strong 
masculine attitude perfectly. In 
Colt Men -12 he’s shown solo 
and in photos with Joe Porcelli, 
from their new film Not Just 
Friends.

One Night Stands 

by Michael Benzry 

W ith the usual brevity of 
One Night Stands, I’ve 
chosen only five films as 
the best Gay oriented repertory 
films seen in San Francisco dur¬ 
ing 1983. Watch for them; they 
come back. 

These films are excellent 
cinema. They tackle controver¬ 
sial subjects without being self- 
conscious, without stereotypes. 
They are about being Gay in a 
world hostile to Gays. They are 
love stories that transcend Gay 
or Straight. Even in sadness, 
they impart hope. 

The Deputy (1979, Spain). So 
fine on so many levels, this anti¬ 
fascist film is about the relation¬ 
ship between a Spanish con¬ 
gressman and an underaged 
street hustler. 

You Are Not Alone (1978, 
Denmark). A film about two 
boys who fall in love. A vision 
of the sane Dane society. 

The Consequence (1977, Ger¬ 
many). The love between an 
older actor and an emotionally 
troubled teenager who met in 
prison. 

To Forget Venice (1979, Italy/ 
France). Man and his handsome 
young lover visit his family 
home where his sister lives with 
a Lesbian couple. Haunting film 
about life, death, and love. 

Un Chant d’Amour (1950, 
France). The only film work of 
Jean Genet was banned in 
Berkeley in 1951. Strong Genet 
eroticism as two prisoners in 
solitary confinement fall in love.

his book is not a novel, 
though the cover carries a 
notation to mat effect, it is, 
in fact, a performance piece 
written in the form of a novel. 
The book has no narrative. It is 
a collection of monologues by 
(perhaps) seven individuals 
whose lives are omehow inter¬ 
related over a period of twenty- 
three years, from 1950 to the 
present. 

The monolog :s are quite in 
teresting, ir. that they provide 
something akin *o a “Gay oral 
history,” following their speak¬ 
ers' lives from a repressive pre- 
Stonewall era th ough Gay lib¬ 
eration and on into the dull 
Eighties. As a performance 
piece, the book would probably 
work very well (I should say “the 
script”). With actors on stage to 
bring life to the monologues, the 
characters would much more ef¬ 
fectively convey 'he moods of the 
eras and how the characters were 
affected by them. In prose form, 
they tend to drr ne. 

In the epilogi e, author John 
Preston explain that he chose 
"... not to embellish the 
speeches with narrative . . . 
They need no j stification nor 
even explanation.” Well, then, in 
that case, they should be pre¬ 
sented properly, not billed as a 
“novel.” This nr ire presentation 
makes the work appear as an 
outline of what might have been 
a very good nove 1 . Moreover, the 
author’s explanation for the 
form appears a declaration of 
laziness. 

Despite these .aults, the book 
is worth a read. It is very brief, 
only 89 pages, and has a large 
typeface at that. But for a short 
evening’s read, it proves interest¬ 
ing enough. 

T he gothic romance is a firm¬ 
ly established genre in the 
world of book publishing. 


Along with romances and hi¬ 
storical novels, they provide un¬ 
told profits which can, in turn, 
finance serious literature, which 
in this era of mediocrity, is far 
less commercial. China House is 
one of those rare (and I like to 
think rather special) breed of 
gen^-e fiction — the Gay genre 
piece. A few years ago we were 
treated to the first Gay gothic by 
Vincent Virga, Gaywyck , in 
which there wete Gay characters 
involved in tumultuous ro¬ 
mances threatened by mysteri¬ 
ous Gay ghosts in a tremendous 
crumbling mansion high atop 
cliffs overlooking the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

In C’lina House , we are treat¬ 
ed to much the same. Lovers of 
gothicr (myself included) will 
thrill to find the book has one of 
the more intriguing plots of the 
genre a young (Gay) troubled 
man is encouraged by his (Gay) 
lovei .o return to the great old 
family mansion to confront the 
ghosts that may or may not 
linger therein. For assistance 
the, recruit a team of profes¬ 
sionals (a Gay writer, a psycholo¬ 
gist versed in parapsychological 
phenomena, and a young female 
ass ; stant). Together they spend 
a v eek in China House, as it is 
calkd, exploring the mysteries 
thet have 1 - i in wait during half 
a century m abandonment. 

Of cou se, they are immedi¬ 
ately snowed in; the mansion is 
in Salem, 4 course. They remain 
cut off from the outside world 
much of the time they are there. 
There are strange bumps in the 
night, unexplained faces at win¬ 
dows and lights in the dark. All 
of this makes for an enjoyable 
read, indeed. 

While I enj >yed China House, 
I was disturb >d by the compe¬ 
tence of the w iting. Such excep¬ 
tional writing should not be 
wasted on a novel of this ilk. Fine 
writing is toe rare to waste on 
gothic romances. 

A lyson Puolications should 
be commended for their un¬ 
usual ab ;, ity to price their 
books within reason. But they 
should be censured for the ugli¬ 
ness of their b ok design. Death 
Trick is a trade paperback re¬ 


issue by A lyse n of a book origi¬ 
nally published in cloth by St. 
Martin’s Press in 1981. The 
writing is good and enjoyable. 
The plot intrgues the reader. 
But the potential reader — the 
shopper in a bookstore — is 
bound to be completely put off 
by the hideous drawing which is 
the book’s co er, something 
along the lines of a Latin disco 
queen with a pencil-thin mous¬ 
tache and flaring nostrils. It is 
a most unattractive and un-hot 
representation. 

Death Trick , like China 
House, is another of the Gay 
genre books, this being the Gay 
murder mystery /detective story. 
As a murder mystery, it works 
quite well. At the outset we be¬ 
come involved in the plot — 
w hodunnit and where h he now? 
But the developmen. of the 
characters is thin, imprecise. 

The best Ga; gen. e pieces 
that come to mind are the books 
by Gordon Merr’ck, these trashy 
Gay romances in which extra¬ 
ordinarily beautiful men fall in 
love with each other’s stupen¬ 
dously enormous genitals and 
proceed to pay the price lor their 
beauty and lust. Merrick puts 
his characters through the paces, 
and we come to know them as 
people, jeal humans who inhabit 
these s'eazy worlds of inter¬ 
national wealth and jet-set 
Gaydom. 

This is the type of thing I 
would hope to find in a Gay 
whodunnit, but in Death Trick, 
it’s just not there. What "lways 
clues me in on thinly drawn 
characters is if I am unable to 
remember who all the characters 
are as I read through the story. 
And in Death Trick, that 
amnesia struck about page 40. 
Who are these people? What do 
they look like? How do they 
feel? These are some of th a ele¬ 
ments a reader absolutely must 
have in order to stick with the 
narrative. Jn Death Trick, we 
only get glimpses. 

A final word about Alyson: 
they are — no matter wha. my 
criticisms of the individual 
books — involved in something 
very important. They remain 
committed to Gay publishing in 
n time when most of the m jor 
publishing houses have said 
forget it, there’s not eno’igh 
money. Yet Alyson faithfully 
issues several titles a year, often 
ky fledgling new writers. That 
sort of commitment — and faith 
— is a rare and commendable 
thing. ■
